Chairman George Redding of the 
Boa nl of Selectmen received a 
phone call from an MDC official 
Tuesday, in which he was informed 
that funds have been found by the 
MDC to enable a crew of men to 
spend several weeks cleaning up the 
Aberjona River and its banks. It 
is also planned to install chlorinat- 
ing facilities at the mouth of the 
river. 

This will be good news to the 
people of Winchester who have 
finally made their protest about the 

f lotation of the Aberjona sufficient- 
y vigorous to impress the State 
authorities. For years the river 
has been an eyesore and at times a 
disgrace to the town. What it is 
proposed to do immediately will not 
uffect any permanent relief but it 
is a long step in the right direction 
and is most welcome.

NOT TOWN OFFICERS 


•THEORY OF LINEAR 
\NTKNN AS” 

BY RONALD KING 

Prof. Ronald W. P. King of 92 
Hillcrest Parkway, Gordon McKay 
Professor of Applied Physics at 
Harvard, has recently had publish- 
ed by the* Harvard University Press 
in Cambridge a new scientific book, 
entitled “The Theory of Linear 
Antennas,” with charts and tables 
for practical application. 

In this hook Dr. King brings to- 
gether tin* results of many years of 
research and teaching. He has 
taught graduate courses in electro- 
| magnetic theory and its applica- 
tions at Harvard for fifteen years, 
lie has been supervisor of the war- 
time and post-war fundamental re- 
search sponsored by the Office of 
Naval Research, in the field of elec- 
tromagnetic radiation. 

Dr. King is the author of Elec- 
tromagnetic Engineering and 
! Transmission-Line Theory (Me- 
! draw, Hill); a co-author of Trans- 
, mission Lines, Antennas and Wave 
; Guides, and has published many 
| technical papers in professional 
| journals. 

The chief concern of his “Trans- 
mission-Line Theory” is with the 
high-frequency aspects of trans- 
mission lines and with their steady- 
state operation. The book is de- 
signed to serve as a necessary and 
fundamental introduction preceding 
serious work in wave guides and 
cavaties as well as antennas. 

Dr. King’s “Theory of Linear An- 
tennas” is an advanced analytical 
study of electromagnetic radiation, 
transmission, reception and scatter- 
ing as related to practical struc- 
tures made from cylindrical con- 
ductors of relatively small cross 
section. Proceeding from funda- 
mental electromagnetic theory, the 
work derives formulas and calcu- 
lates numerical results for actual, 
rather than idealized, structures. 
Approximations in analysis are 
pointed out, as are limitations of 
experimental techniques in verify- 
ing theoretical predictions. 

The book is the first systematic 
and comprehensive survey of linear 
antennas and arrays of linear an- 
tennas. including circuit and field 
properties. Both theoretical and 
experimental aspects of the subject 
are treated and Dr. King takes 
especial care to correlate theory 
with experiment. Extensive cables, 
charts, and curves are included, so 
that the theoretically derived and 
experimentally verified results may 
he more easily applied in practice. 
The book sells for $20.00. 

Dr. King has lived in Winchester 
since 1941. is married to Justine M. 
King, and they have a son, Chris- 
topher, a pupil in the 9th grade of 
the Winchester High School. 

A native of Williamstown, Dr. 
King attended the public schools 
of Rochester, N. V. His father, 
J. Percival King, was professor 
of German at Williams College 
when his son was born, but moved 
from Williams to a similar post 
at the University of Rochester. 
His son followed him to Roch- 
ester. receiving his A.B. there 
in 1927 and his S.M., in 1929. In- 
cidentally the father, now Professor 
Emeritus of German at Rochester, 
makes his home at 33 Grayson road 
in Winchester. 

Following graduate work at Uni- 
versity of Munich in Germany and 
at Cornell University, Dr. King re- 
ceived his Ph.D. from University 
of Wisconsin in 1932. lb* taught 
Physics at Lafayette College and 
was a Guggenheim Fellow in Ber- 
lin and Munich in 1937-38. 

IL* joined the Harvard faculty in 
1938, and is now Gordon McKay 
Professor of Applied Physics 'there.

| Mr. Harlan L. Paine, Jr., Admin- 
istrator of the Winchester Hospital, 
said that in making formal appli- 
cation for the grant, it had inform- 
ed the Foundation of possible uses B 
of the money. These included: con-* 
version of boilers to oil, improve- 
ment of laundry and possible ex- 
pansion of the 4th Floor. 

The flexibility of the giant was 
indicated in the Foundation an- 
nouncement which permitted the 
hospital to use its gift in any area 
of hospital service, including, for 
example, attainment of accredita- 
tion, disaster planning, mental ill- 
ness, prematurity, rehabilitation, 
handicapped children, preventive or 
diagnostic services, outpatient care, 
or any other area wiiich in the 
opinion of the hospital’s governing 
hoard would best serve its com- 
munity. 

The ways in which this goal could 
he reached were stated as improve- 
ment of or addition to facilities or 
services, additions to or training of 
personnel, or conducting research. 

Mr. Gilbert H. Hood, Jr., Chair- 
man of tlu* Board of Directors, hail- 
ed the gift as “one of the greatest 
votes of confidence ever placed in 
our voluntary hospital system. It 
now becomes our duty to see that 
this money is put to the best pos- 
sible use for tlu* benefit of our 
people. 

“The modern hospital is a tre- 
mendously complex center of health 
services. Its responsibility is to 
keen pace with medical science so 
that the accomplishments of the 
scientists are translated into pa- 
tient care. The financial problems 
of hospitals have grown particular- 
ly acute during tlu* past decade. It 
has became increasingly difficult to 
find the funds to improve and ex- 
tend our services to the extent pos- 
sible in the light of our present 
knowledge. The Ford gift permits 
us to do things which we undoubt- 
edly could not have done without 
tlu* Foundation’s generosity.” 

Dr. Edwin L. Crosby, director of 
the American Hospital Association, 
said in Chicago that “the grants 
should be considered ‘seed money.’ 
money which, if wisely expended, 
will bring greater community un- 
derstanding of total hospital needs 
and greater support for their solu- 
tion. The Ford grants are muni- 
ficent indeed hut they cannot meet 
the total needs of our community 
hospitals.” 

Mr. H. Rowan Gaither, Jr., Pres- 
ident of the Ford Foundation, said 
in New York: "The Trustees of The 
Ford Foundation seriously consid- 
ered requiring matching funds for 
the December grants, but decided 
not to do so on the grounds that it 
might percipitate a disorderly 
scramble and choatic competition in 
fund-raising and that this might in 
the end delay rather than hasten 
effective results. The Found- 
ation’s recent giants are therefore 
not matching grants. But we hope 
they may be regarded as challenge 
grants, by those who traditionally 
support the institutions receiving 
them.

Winchester High completed a 
truly great athletic year in June, 
with one of the best baseball sea- 
sons it has enjoyed in several years. 
Including all games played, the In- 
dians won 16 and lost only three, 
annexing the Middlesex League 
Championship and winning a place 
in the State Interscholastic Tom - 
na ment. 

Winchester won 18 and lost only 
two in winning the Middlesex 
League Championship, and the 
second loss, to Reading, came in n 
game played after the Indians had 
the league crown and a playoff hid 
in their pockets. The locals were 
away below par for that one and 
were soundly drubbed by a Read- 
ing team, that in addition to its 
usual delight in heating Winchester 
at anything, had to win to ensure it- 
self second place in the league and 
a tourney playoff spot. 

This year’s team, coached again 
by Frank Provinzano, established 
its great record primarily with its 
bats. This is not to say that the 
club was ineffective afield, or that 
it did not get some good pitching 
through the season.

part, was, no doubt, the largest single disbursement of philanthropy in 
our history. Two hundred million dollars were set aside for voluntary 
non-profit hospitals across the nation to help them in the task to which 
they are dedicated, bringing to the American people the best care i n the 
w orld. 

Magnificient though this gift was, helpful though it will be to the 
Winchester Hospital, we cannot expect it to do the full job. It would be 
tragic indeed were our community’s support for our hospital to he less- 
ened by the amount of the Ford gift. 

The Ford grant was conceived as “seed money,” a gift which could 
result in a greater harvest of community understanding and support of 
the total needs of the modern hospital. The full Job is still, and always 
will remain, the job of the community, the immediate beneficiaries of 
this essential hospital care. 

The voluntary hospital is an example, not only of our charity tow ard 
each other, hut it is also a bulwark of our voluntary system. The hospital 
is an essential social institution In our 20th century community. 

It is a tribute to our good sense that we have not given up our 
individual primacy for reliance on government alone but that we have 
learned how to have government and free enterprise live in a mutually 
respecting and complementary effort. 

The Ford grants give almost total leeway to the trustees of our 
hospital. They now have a responsibility to all of us to translate this 
gift into maximum benefits for our community. W’e are sure they will 
prove equal to this task. 


EDITORIALS 

Several weeks ago the Star Npoke of a plan to relieve the congestion 
in the center when the Bacon street by-pass is closed to permit the final 
completion of the underpass there. 

Need for such a plan was brought to our attention by McHenry 
Browne a Boston new spaper executive who lives in Winchester and takes 
a deep interest in anything affecting the town. Mr. Browne told us the 
original idea was not his, but that of a taxi driver he rides with, and 
briefly, it is to use the under-pass leading from Common street into 
Waterficld road, at least for pedestrians while Bacon street is tied up. 

W'ith Bacon street closed to automobiles and pedestrians all the 
West Side youngsters going to junior and senior high schools will, if no 
alternate route is provided have to go through the center. The center 
about the time school starts up again is likely to be a very busy place 
and crowds of school Boys and girls from the west side added to those 
who naturally go that way to school from the North End are going to 
give both the police and workmen there a bad time. Above all, there is the 
danger to the youngsters themselves! It all adds up to a situation worth 
some thought and even expense to avoid. 

The taxi driver’s solution, relayed to the Star by Mr. Browne, is to 
move the railroad gates now operating at the W’edgemere by-pass to 
Common street and have them operate there while Bacon street is closed. 
The railroad is unw illing to let pedestrians use the Common street under- 
pass without protection there as long as the trains are on the ground 
level. Their thinking is doubtless sound, but with gates, already in 
operation, a short way from Common street, moved to that location, the 
danger should not be threat, nor the responsibility of the railroad involv- 
ed. 

In our first mentioning of this plan we admitted our total lack of 
knowledge of the technical aspects of the situation. It does seem to us 
that the plan is quite practical and should not involve too much expense. 
It should be w r ell worth the trouble and expense to keep as many school 
children as possible out of the center during a period when that same 
center is likely to be a pretty busy place. 


The Star in its zeal for assisting the movement to clean up the 
Aberjona made an incorrect statement in its caption under the picture of 
industrial W'aste published in last week’s issue. The error was called to 
our attention last Friday and we are glad to do what we can to correct 
any misapprehension the picture and caption may have caused. 

The picture showed industrial waste, which we said in our caption 
was flowing into the Aberjona River, which in turn winds southeasterly 
past Leonard Field Fool, at one point only some 30 feet distant from the 
beach and water. 

Though not named last week, the waste in the picture came 
from the J. O. Whitten Company gelatin plant. Now the waste is 
there! It could not have been photographed if it were not, but as plant 
representatives pointed out, and as the Editor of the Star was able to 
see from the roof of the Whitten plant, it does not reach the river, but 
bends back in the shape of a U some 25 or more feet from the stream. 

Plant representatives contend that there has been no movement of 
this dried industrial sludge since it originally overflowed a drying rack 
at the building and moved across a roadway into a company-owned field 
adjacent to the Aberjona. It is wet only when there is rain, and the only 
possibility of any of it getting into the river is when some may be 
w ashed in after several days of heavy rain. The Star was told that during 
such periods of heavy rain, under conditions as they have been, ‘'every- 
thing gets into the river”, and this is not hard to believe. 

The water we saw* flowing from the plant Into the drying rack was 
as clean as tap water, xind we were told it generally is that way, though 
there are times when it is colored a chalky w hite by lime used in some of 
the processes at the plant. 

The Star was told sit the plant that at no time does what is gem*rally 
thought of as sewage get into the dry rack, or anywhere near the river. 
It was also told that arrangements are now being made to pump the 
quantities of clear water used at the J. (). Whitten plant for cooling 
directly into the river instead of into the sewers. 

This water, of drinkable quality, except that it is warm, should aid 
conditions appreciably by increasing the volume of water in the river 
and adding to its flow.

The Selectmen have received from the MDC a huge hook embracing 
the Commission’s plans for greatly increased recreational facilities in 
Metropolitan Boston. Some of these plans vitally affect Winchester, and 
it is too bad that the Selectmen did not learn of a hearing held Monday 
of this week before a Legislative committee at which these plans were 
discussed and several persons were recorded in favor of them. None was 
heard in opposition. 

It is quite unlikely that every community to be affected by the plans 
is w hole heartedly for them. Winchester certainly will not be overjoyed 
at the Commission’s plans for its role in the over-all picture. 

As the Star understands it the Commission envisages greatly in- 
creased use of Mystic Lakes for recreation, with increased boating and 
bathing facilities there. This will be especially good news for the em- 
battled householders of Everett avenue and Cambridge street, to say 
nothing of those who will have to fight their way through greater num- 
bers of parked cars and bathers at an enlarged Sandy Beach. It is bad 
enough now ! 

Of even greater concern is the proposal to take Winchester's water- 
shed and reservoirs for boating and bathing facilities at that point, and 
to turn that beautiful portion of Middlesex Fells into a big recreation 
park. Nearer town, off Border road, there is talk of turning open land 
into a municipal golf course. 

These recreational plans are going to cost a thumping lot of money, 
(the book describing them must have cost a pretty penny), and you know 
where the money comes from! When local authorities talked with State 
officials about the joys of having an open sewer coursing through Win- 
chester they were told of the extreme difficulty of getting funds to cor- 
rect such a situation. Surely if the State has any doubts about getting 
adequate sewage disposal for a town like Winchester, it ought not to be 
planning to pay out millions to bring increased crowds into the tow n and 
create further waste to be taken care of. 

With State taxes now at a high that is making it hard to do business, 
or even live in Massachusetts, with the apparently prevalent feeling 
that considerably more money must be spent in the State for schools and 
with a huge road schedule in the offing, it would seem that a good long 
look, to say the lc*ast, should be taken at these proposed increased rec- 
reational plans of the MDC. 

Winchester wants to look them over carefully, you may be sure, and 
also to have an opportunity to be heard in connectin with them. It was 
not through indifference or blind acquiescence, that the Town was not 
represented at that hearing on Monday.

MUSIC HALL STILL FUNCTIONS 

AWAIT DECISION ON 
OPERATIONAL CHANCES 


During last April residents of the 
Ginn road section complained to the 
Bourd of Selectmen that the Music 
Hall, which is all that is left of the 
old Edwin Ginn mansion on Bacon 
street, was being used for commer- 
cial purposes in a district zoned ex- 
clusively for residence. They also 
complained of the nuisance of serv- 
ice vehicles at functions at the 
Music Hall, for some years now' in 
use as a place for wedding recep- 
tions, concerts and other social 
gatherings, and of traffic congestion 
in their neighborhood when the hall 
was being so used. 

The Selectmen do not have juris- 
diction over zoning violations, and 
consequently turned the complaint 
over to Building Commissioner Wil- 
liam B. MacDonald for investig- 
ation and report. 

His investigation convinced Mr. 
MacDonald that the hall was being 
used commercially, in that fees 
were charged for its use over and 
above the actual cost of operation. 
He notified the Selectmen to this 
effect and also had several talks 
with the owner of the hall, former 
Selectman William C. Cusack of 
Lakeview road. 

Mr. Cusack, who has developed 
and is developing the former Ginn 
estate, on w'hich the Music Hall 
stands, and on w'hich Ginn road is 
located, told the Star in the course 
of an informal conversation that he 
had originally planned to tear down 
the Music Hall when he removed 
the remainder of the mansion, be- 
lieving the devolpment of the prop- 
erty covered by the hall would 
bring him a greater return than the 
building. 

Many, however, who saw in the 


hall a real community asset, urged 
him to retain the building as a 
place for social gatherings, con- 
certs and other cultural affairs, and 
especially as a place for wedding 
receptions, for which it is parti- 
cularly well adapted. 

The hall was not a part of the 
original (Jinn mansion. It was 
added, and a fine pipe organ install- J 
ed in it, as a place primarily for 
concerts, often given in the hall by 
the late Mrs. Ginn, who was an ac- 
complished musician. 

In response to popular demand 
Mr. Cusack decided to retain the 
hall, and It has been extensively 
used, for w'edding receptions, and 
by local groups for musical, cul- 
tural and purely social gatherings. 
The famous official United States 
Army Band gave its memorable 
concert there a few years ago. 

When he learned of the petition 
asking that the hall be closed Mr. 
Cusack took no immediate action, 
choosing to wait for further devel- 
opment. Meanwhile he told the Star 
he received both verbal and written 
requests to have the hall continue 
as it had in recent years. 

Learning that the Building Com- 
missioner felt that the hall could 
not he operated at its location as a 
commercial project, Mr. Cusack 
talked w'ith Mr. MacDonald and | 
first verbally, and later in writing 
agreed to make no charge for the 
use of the Music Hall, other than 
for the actual expenses of its oper- 
ation. Those using the building 
for any purpose have to assume the 
actual cost of this use. 

This latest development, and Mr. 
Cusack’s agreement, have been for- 
warded to Town Counsel Vincent P. 
Clarke, who has taken the matter 
under advisement and will give the 
Building Commissioner an opinion. 
Upon this opinion will depend the 
next steps to be taken.

“The dnmyankee has come to stay 
and offers you his friendship in 
appreciation for the hearty wel- 
come that you have already given 
him,” said Mr. Hood. 

He told listeners that his firm is 
in the citrus business because they 
have always been interested in the 
distribution of quality foods. Hood’s 
record as distributors of milk, 
cream, ice cream and other food 
products, it was stated, is an en- 
viable one, which has progressed 
over the 110 years they have been 
in business. 

Service is the fundamental ob- 
jective, according to Mr. Hood, who 
stated that he represents the third 
generation of a family devoted to 
farming, dairying, and food mer- 
chandising. About 3,500 of the em- 
ployees and producers were said to 
be stockholders in the company. 

About two years ago the firm 
started delivering chilled fruit juice 
with the milk supply and decided 
they should not only be distributors 
of the product but producers as 
well. Consequently a jointly-owned 
company was formed to produce 
and distribute the fresh chilled 
orange juice. 

Mr. Hood emphasized that the 
Dunedin plant is the largest he has 
ever been associated with.

The first challenge is to the At- 
lantic Toast Line Railroad to haul 
products out of Dunedin as favor- 
ably as their competitor can with 
products from other areas. 

Mr. Hood feels there is a good 
labor market here and that the firm 
will he able to build up a fine or- 
ganization. Ho said he is proud of 
the service record of his company 
over the years. There are some 
(>,000 employees of which nearly 900 
have been with the firm over 25 
years. Over 3,000 have been with 
the company more than five years.

“T. Q. ” Rotarian Of The Year 


At the recently held annual mooting 1 of the Winchester Rotary Club 
Thomas Quigley, Jr., familiarly known as “Tom”, or “T.Q.”, was elected 
Kota l inn of the Year, an honorary title accorded each year to an out- 
standing member of the local club. 

“Tom” is a charter member of the Winchester Rotary and has taken 
an active interest in the club and its work since its inception, working 
on the various club projects and vying each year with tin* “Homespun 
Boy”, A1 Elliott, in picking up “White Elephants” at the big Rotary 
Charity Auction. 

”T. Q.” was bom in Winchester 
and has lived all his life in the 
town. As a boy he lived in the 
house on the left side of Washing- 
ton street above Swanton street 
later occupied by Or. Harry Hen- 
son’s family. I.ater he lived on 
Main street at the site of the pres- 
ent Honnell Motors show-room and 
service station. 

“Tom’s” father, for whom he was 
named, was a Nova Scotia man. He 
came to Winchester as a young man 
and for more than 50 years had a 
contracting business in town. 

“Tom” worked for and with his 
father until 1905 when he bought 
the business, conducting it success- 
fully from that time until he finally 
sold out his equipment and retired 
three years ago. 

When Mr. Quigley acquired vhe 
business its headquarters were on 
Main street where Honnell’s now 
stands. He had the business only 
a short time before he moved to his 
present address on Lake street, vhe 
expansion of the business making 
it necessary to have more room for 
garages and yard while the ledge on 
the Lake street property made it 
advantageous for contracting use. 

During his years in active busi- 
ness he did the foundation work on 
many of the town’s fine buildings, 
such as the McCall house on Myopia 
Hill, the Schratft and Downes os- 
states on Myopia Hill, the old Hap- 
tic 4 ; and Congregational Churches, 
and it was he who put in the foun- 
dation for the present Star Build- 
ing. 

For many years “T. Q.” did work 
for the Town of Winchester. In 
the days of horse-drawn snow- 
plows, the Town got its horses each 
winter, some 15 or 20 of them, from 
Mr. Quigley, and in 1916 he did the 
first truck-driven snow-plowing for 
the town, adding a truck a year for 
several years for this use.

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WHY NOT DREDGE RIVER! 


Kditor of the Star: 

After reading the report of the 
committee that traversed the area 
along the Aberjona River, I could 
not help noticing that they neglect- 
ed to mention the numerous pig- 
geries that dot the landscape, in the 
North Woburn - Wilmington area. 
It is perfectly obvious that these 
piggeries drain into the river. So, 
among other things, this river is 
just a slop-run for these piggeries. 

In response to Mr. Jones query — 
What to Do? We can drain this 
river in the same manner that they 
drained the water from Cutters’ 
Pend. Cutters' Pond was located in 
the Middlesex street, Horn Pond 
Rrook road, Sylvester avenue and 
Canal street section. It extended 
down through the lowlands, along 
the present Horn Pond Brook, to 
the rear of Clark street and the rear 
of the present Town Yards. When 
I was a youngster, the only visible 
remains of this pond, were the Ole 
Swimmin’ Hole (of happy memory) 
appropriately n a m e d “Middle 
Deep/’ and the swamp further 
above. 

My father (God rest his soul) 
told me about this pond. When 1 
asked him, “ What happened to the 
water?” he told me they drained off 
the water, when they dredged the 
Lower Mystic River. 

During the past few years, I have 
had occasion to pass through Med- 
ford many times. Every time I 
passed over Craddock Bridge in i 
Medford Square, 1 stopped and 
looked at the locks and dam. 1 
asked the attendant the purpose of j 
these locks. He said the purpose 
was to control flood conditions in 
winter time and for the passage of 
boats. I doubt if many boats pass ! 
through these locks in the course 
of a year. 

It seems to me, that if they | 
dredge the river below, it would 
control flood conditions and would 
also enable Medford to reclaim a j 
great deal of land. As we come up J 
the river to the Mystic Lakes, the 
level of water could be regulated i 
by the use of locks, dams or other | 
devices. The most important part 
of cleaning up our own mess, would 
be knocking out the dam at Con- i 
verse place. Draining this river 
and enlarging the sewer should 
make this valley a healthier place i 
to live. It would also result in the 1 
reclamation of much valuable land 
from here to the North Woburn — I 
Wilmington line. 

As an afterthought, would it not 
be possible to run the trains under- i 
ground if the water is drained off? I 
The people in the Mystic Lake sec- 


| tion can tell you what they have 
to put up with, listening to the 
racket from the motor boats. Just 
imagine what it will sound like, 
when the trains go rushing, whin- 
ing and roaring overhead, sounding 
like a jet plane, flying too low. It 
won’t make any difference which 
way the wind is blowing because 
you will hear it the loudest, the 
longest and the furthest on a cold, 
clear, still night and early morn- 
ing. Which is most important 
health or wealth ?

The Music Hall was built in 
1912 and from that year until 1924 
there was no zoning in Winchester. 
It was used during that time for 
gatherings of a musical, social or 
cultural nature. Zoning regulations 
were adopted by the town in 1924, 
and from that year until 1946, with 
the Zoning By-Laws in force, the 
Music Hall continued to be used for 
gatherings of one sort or another. 
I personally paid admission there 
to a meeting of the League of Wo- 
men Voters, and have a program 
of the event benefiting the League 
on that occasion. 

I acquired the Ginn property in 
1946, tore down the mansion house 
and subdivided the property into 
house lots and street layouts that 
have already added some $650,000 
worth of desirable taxable property 
to the town, and will eventually run 
these figures to the million dollar 
mark. 

When 1 commenced work on the 
development of the Ginn property, 
it was publicly announced in the 
Star that the Music Hall would be 
retained as an asset to the social 
and cultural life of the community. 

; I personally received at the time 
ninny strong requests for the re- 
! tent ion of the hall from citizens of 
all walks in life. 1 have discussed 
the Music Hall with many town 
boards and officials, including the 
I Manning Board, and have never 
met any opposition to its use as I 
have been using it from any of 
them. 

It has been my purpose to con- 
tinue the use of the hall. It would 
have been much easier and finan- 
cially much more advantageous to 
me to have torn it down with the 
mansion house and sold the 100,000 
feet of land on which it stands. 

I was unwilling to do this because 
of my firm conviction that the 
Music* Hall is a thing of beauty and 
a real asset to the community. No 
one could have bought land in my 
development not knowing the hall 
was there or not knowing how it 
had been used. 

I live adjacent to the property I 
have been, and am developing.

Many have read with interest and 
pleasure the stories in the Metro- 
politan press about a housing proj- 
ect for elderly persons that opened 
in Waltham last January. Known 
as Carey Court, it is the first of 67 
projects designed for persons over 
65 years of age, for which the State 
has $15,000,000 to spend. 

Carey Court is a two-story, 24- 
apartment brick structure, occupied 
bv 60 persons, the oldest 87, the 
youngest 65, and the average age, 
74. It is in a settled neighborhood, 
only tw’o blocks to the main thor- 
oughfare and handy to stores. 

Each apartment is of three 
rooms and the maximum rental is 
$41.50, including heat and water. 
To he eligible a person, or couple 
must he a resident of the town or 
city in which the project stands. If 
single, his or her income can not 
exceed $6,125 a year, or $6,750 
yearly for a couple. 

The apartments are well built, 
have modern conveniences, and 
each is equipped with trouble hells, 
in the bearoom and living room, so 
that if an occupant hears a aus- 
picious noise, or becomes suddenly 
ill, help can be summoned at once. 

The Waltham project for the el- 
derly is running nicely and its oc- 
cupants are quoted as delighted 
with their quarters and the oppor- 
tunitv to have their own homes. 
Another similar project is in prog- 
ress of construction in Malden, and 
requests for projects have been re- 
ceived from Somerville and Everett. 

Any community wishing such a 
project for its elderly persons of 
limited yearly income must apply 
to the Massachusettts State Hous- 
ing Board. There are said to he 
900 residents of Winchester over 65 
years of age. Their annual in- 
comes are of course not known. 

Whether there would he a de- 
mand for such a project in Win- 
chester is a question in which some 
at least of the town’s citizens over 
65 will he interested. As we un- 
derstand it the town has to want 
such a project to he eligible for one.

(County Agricultural Agent) 

With the coming of ihe warmer 
Rummer months the moisture sup- 
ply will he a very important factor 
in the home grounds. Even 
though the situation does not reach 
a critical point and the over-all 
rainfall seems sufficient, ,hp noil 
dries out more quickly. In >ur na- 
tive soils, the sub-soil on the aver- 
age is not too retentive and mois- 
ture depletes quickly. Soil that 
was well-prepared ahead of plant 
ing with ample provision for or- 
ganic matter keeps a much more 
even moiture balance than that of 
poor texture. 

Long-established lawns, and 
shrubs and trees that have been 
planted a long time, are more likely 
to get dry. The soil gradually loses 
its organic matter over the years 
unless it is replenished. In the lawn 
this is hard to do, particularly if 
there was not plenty of material 
worked in ahead of seeding. Of 
much help in the lawn is to make 
the best possible use of the grass 
clippings. Except during extreme 
drought it is best to mow rather 
frequently so that the clippings 
may be left on without smothering 
the grass. Raking the clippings 
from the lawn may well remove one 
of the best sources of humus sup 
ply that we have. The grass should 
be cut relatively high with the 
mower set at lVfc” to 2". Cutting 
into the crown of the grass will 
damage it in dry, hot weather. 

Around trees and shrubs and 
evergreens in particular, mulch is 
very helpful in conserving moisture 
and in increasing the organic mat- 
ter. Mulch will also aid in keep 
ine’ down weeds which in turn are 
excessive users of water. Almost 
anything vegetative will make good 
mulch as long as it will break down 
with relative ease. Peatmoss, 
straw, hay or leaves will do the job. 
Mulch should be placed in a wide, 
circular band over the operative 
root system of the tree or shrub, 
or if the plants are rowed it would 
be placed in strips up and down 
the rows. It should not be placed 
against the trunk or base of die 
plant because of the danger of mak- 
ing it a harbor for mice or other 
pests. 

Applying water should not he 
delayed until the soil moisture is 
too nearly exhausted. Waterings, 
however, should not be too fre- 
quent. Soaking the soil well about 
once a week is the best procedure. 
One inch of water is a good appli- 
cation and less than one-half inch 
will not do too much good in dry 
weather.

EDITORIALS 

The work on the overhead railroad moves right along, and blessed 
with good weather during much of the spring and early summer, the 
Money Company has made excellent progress on a job that now looks as 
if it will be finished on time, or before schedule if the favorable weather 
continues. 

Nearly every day the Star hears people say how much better con- 
ditions are, and have been, around the center than they had expected 
that they would be, and how much more expeditiously traffic has moved 
through the construction zone that it was feared would be the case. 

The Maney Company can take a bow for this. At its own expense 
the company has provided eight police a day in addition to the regular 
police traffic details to ensure traffic mobility and more important, pub- 
lic safety. The Star can recall no mishap of any importance either to a 
motor vehicle or person resulting from the huge contruction job being 
done. At Police Headquarters they too could recall none. 

Not only has the Maney Company been to considerable pains and ex- 
pense to safeguard Winchester pedestrians and motorists, but the 
Company has been most cooperative in acquiescing to little requests 
which the Selectmen have made from time to time for the convenience 
or advantage of the community. Wherever at all possible the Company 
has done things as near the way the town has wanted them as they 
could. 

We should all remember this, for there is going to come a time, not 
too far distant, either, when things are not going to be so good. Closing 
the Bacon street by-pass is going to add to the congestion in the center, 
and as the work on the overhead nears completion it could very well 
affect the general public rather more than it has up to now. 

If this is so, let us all have patience, and remember how well things 
have gone in the past. No one expected the overhead could be con- 
structed without inconvenience. There has however been considerably 
less inconvenience than we expected. Now if we do not “have it so good”, 
let us grin and bear it! 


Winchester can well be proud of its fellow townsman, John Volpe. 
To have one of its citizens receive the Decoration of “Com metida tore” of 
the Order, “A1 Merito della Kepublica” from the land of his forebears, 
Italy, is an unusual distinction, both for the recipient and his com- 
munity, and when the presentation of the decoration is accompanied by 
such laudatory remarks from those in high places about the person 
honored the honor bestowed becomes doubly significant. 

The things said about John Volpe Monday evening at his beautiful 
home on Everett avenue by the Italian Consul, Girolamo Vitelli, who 
presented the award on behalf of the President of the Italian Republic; 
by Governor Herter, Mayor Hines of Boston and Rt. Rev. Msgr. Francis 
J. Lally, editor of the Pilot, official publication of the Boston Catholic 
Archdiocese, were good to hear, not only by Mr. Volpe and his family, 
but by the more than 200 associates and friends invited to his home to 
share in his honor. 

Each speaker paid eloquent tribute to Volpe, the public servant, 
praising his ability, courage, integrity and his attention to duty. Each 
told of his incessant labors in behalf of the Commonwealth and stressed 
the hours he has given to making even more friendly the relations be- 
tween the Cnited Stat€\s and Italy. 

It is significant that the award was made as a token of appreciation 
of Mr. Volpe's constant and steadfast participation in all activities of 
the Italo-American community, and for his generous support of all 
initiatives intended to provide assistance and relief to the poor and 
nc<»dy, not only in the United States but also in the old country. 

All this, we repeat, was good to hear, but even more gratifying 
were the tributes paid John Volpe, the man; “outstanding citizen,” “ex- 
emplary public servant,” “fine family man,” “Christian gentleman!” 
The Governor’s homely and warmly personal remarks to, and about 
Mr. Volpe emphasized his own feeling for the man who has served him 
and the Commonwealth so well as Commissioner of Public Works. 

Over and above the praise of the dignitaries, and their obvious 
liking for the man they came to honor, was the open delight of the 
many friends who came to share his honor. It was everywhere apparent 
in smiling faces and tear-dimmed eyes. This was the supreme accolade. 
The joy of friends in the good fortune of a friend! We believe Mr. Volpe 
will agree he has received no higher honor than this! 


THOUGHTLESSNESS THE CAUSE 
OF BAD HABITS 


Editor '>f the Star: 

A special dispatch from Detroit 
to the “Boston Herald” on June 5, 
quoted Dr. Richard H Overholt of 
the New England Deaconess Hos- 
pital as saying that “within 25 
years one out of every lb men will 
die of lung cancer due, to a great 
degree, to smoking.” A medical 
team studying the subject, reported 
that tiny specks of cancer are found 
in the iungs of cigarette smokers 
far more often than among non- 
smokers. “A microscopic examin- 
ation of the lungs at an autopsy of 
117 men showed that thirty-four, 
all smokers, had died of lung can- 
cer. The other smokers and non- 
smokers died of other cancers.” 

An article taken from “South- 
western Medicine” and published in 
the March “Readers’ Digest” under 
the caption “Why Do Doctors 
Smoke” states “it has been nde- 

a uately proved that tobacco pro- 
uees only harmful effects. It is 
time that the medical profession 
becomes at least consistent and be- 
gins to exert pressure to bring 
about a decrease in the use of 
tobacco.” 

The laboratory of the lungs was 
made to purify the blood brought 
there by the bimotored heart from 
all parts of the body and to ex- 
tract the vital oxygen from the in- 
haled air, infiltrating the blood 
with it, which is then returned by 
the left side of the heart to all the 
tissues from which it was brought 
for treatment. 

The function of the nose and 
throat filter made by the Creator 
to clean the inhaled air before it 
reaches the lungs is impaired by 
the cigarette addict, who blows a 
cloud of irritating, poisonous smoke 
through which the air must pass 
after It has left the filter. Did 
habits that nullify what is good for 
men impel Montaigne to exclaim, 
“Man corrupts all that he touches.” 
The mildest result of the cigar- 
ette habit is catarrh, hoarseness, 
cough and rhinitis; the most serious 
is cancer of the lungs. 

From the “copy-cat” first cigar- 
ette the genesis of the tobacco 
habit to the enslaved addict is *'asy 
to follow. Beguiled by mimicry it 
seem to him the smart thing to do. 
Having become a victim of the 
senseless habit because it was con- 
sidered the smart thing to do, why 
does one persist in it if he is aware 
of the fact that it is injurious, ex- 
pensive and dangerous; that ninety 
per cent of the fires are caused by 
careless smokers; that it is neither 
“victuals nor drink”; that he be- 
comes a nuisance by compelling 
abstainers to become second hand 
smokers by inhaling his exhal- 
ations, especially in closed cars and 
at public meetings; and that he 
sets a bad example to thoughtless 
youth.

Slums and poverty would be 
abolished; education in endowed 
colleges would he free to all; the 
dives would be closed and there 
would be more happiness in the 
homes. Add to these diverted bil- 
lions money alloted to war — war 
where even the victor loses, one 
realizes bow misery is largely self- 
inflicted. Gen. von Moltke said 
every war is a national calamity 
whether victorious or not.” “What 
fools these mortals be.” 

We must ever bear in mind that 
there are more good people in our 
country than bad although the bad 
get the headlines. We honor and 
are proud of the vast number of 
men and women who are giving 
their lives for the welfare of the 
people.

If it is true tha* ’ men must work, 
and women must weep,” they at 
least may find a smile in the names 
and natures of some gainful occu- 
pations. 

Listen to the lilt of the bushing- 
nnd-bung-boring-machine operator. 
And consider the image of the 
wrinkle-chaser in a boot and shoe 
factory, the joy loader in a coal 
mine, the pulpit man in a steel mill, 
or the stiff-leg derrick operator on 
a construction job. 

These are hut a few of the 6 0,000 
names affixed to the 24,000 different 
jobs defined in the United States 
Department of Labor’s Dictionary 
of Occupational Titles. The two- 
volume compendium, says the Na- 
tional Geographic Society, now lists 
the livelihoods of 80 percent of 
America's job holders — from arch- 
support assembler to zangero 
(supervisor of irrigation ditches), 
(’beers and Sympathy 

It recognizes many a laborer 
whose services might otherwise be 
taken for granted: the cracker 

stacker, doll-eye setter, baseball 
glove stuff er, hack -pocket nttacher, 
bologna lacer, fan-mail clerk, and 
the ribbon-tier who makes red bows 
on Valentines. 

It also inspires sympathy for 
those who work under such psy- 
chologically hazardous titles as 
knee-pants operator, bag holder, 
bottom man, plodderman, moocher, 
leaeher, bumper, knocker, neck cut- 
ter, on-and-off man, dieing-out ma- 
chine operator, first faller and 
former man. Happily, on the up- 
lifting side, there’s a backer-up 
bucker-up and build-up man. 

Many job titles can mislead the 
innocent. The flapper, for example 
is a male copper worker; the gandy- 
daneer lays and repairs railroad 
tracks. The boarder shapes and 
removes wrinkles from nylon stock- 
ings, while the tipper dresses poul- 
try. The keep-off girl, as like as 
not a friendly lass, searches insur- 
ance reports for suspicious losses 
The chamberman, not a male cham- 
bermaid, makes sulfuric acid. The 
pretzel peeler loads raw pretzels on 
a conveyor belt. 

A donkey doctor repairs donkey 
engines for the logging industry. 
A banking inspector peers at parts 
of watches. And a leg inspector 
eyes empty hose in a stocking fac- 
tory 

The “sage” engineer, not neces- 
sarily wise, is a victim of the al- 
phabet age. Actually a semi-auto 
matie-ground-equipment specialist, 
he holds one of many jobs — such as 
the experimental-rocket-sled mech 
anic and the electric-eye-sorting 
machine technician — created in the 
last 10 years. 

More To C’ome 

Other new jobs listed in the la- 
test Dictionary supplement reflect 
graphically the mood and manner 
of the times. To name a few: the 
automohile-self-s e r ve-service-sta- 
tion attendant who runs a gasater- 
ia, the launderette attendant, iho 
cigarette-lighter repairman, the 
security officer, and the electrocard- 
iograph technician. 

Jobs not yet listed but knocking 
•»t the Dictionary’s door include the 
‘listen-to-er” who lends her ear to 
people’s troubles at $3 an hour, the 
stick-man whose only function is 
to scare off anyone who might 
touch a welder working on the third 
subway rail, a hat ager who rum- 
ples hats for a Hollywood studio, 
and a “lost-kid finder who rounds 
up stray children at fairs.

On the isle of Caldy, off the south 
coast of Wales, Cistercian monks 
are distilling prosperity along with 
perfume from fragrant lavender 
blossoms that grow profusely there. 

The new scent-making industry 
— whose delicate product is mar- 
keted in nearby mainland resorts 
as well as in the monastic commu- 
nity shop — is reported to be bring- 
ing a welcome addition to the mon- 
astery’s modest income from ex- 
ports of farm and dairy output. 

With its broad green fields 
stretching behind a bold cliff front, 
Caldy is both productive and scenic, 
says the National Geographic So- 
ciety. Most of its 600 acres are 
under cultivation. Lilies, prim- 
roses, bluebells, purple thrift and 
golden gorse mingle with lavendar 
to spread carpets of color amid 
more prosaic wheat, oats and bar- 
ley. 

Ancient Farming History 

Caldy’s Cistercians of the Strict 
Observance (Trappists) follow a 
simple, austere regime of toil, 
meditation and prayer far removed 
from such feminine frivolities as 
perfume. But all garden and farm 
work is in line with the historic in- 
terests of this ancient religious or- 
ganization. 

Founded in 1098 as a Benedic- 
tine-reform offshoot, the Cistercian 
Order made major contributions to 
Europe’s agricultural and stock- 
breeding progress during the Mid- 
dle Ages. Dependent on the land 
for livelihood, the monks introduced 
practical improvements in farm 
techniques and methods of selling 
crops and livestock. ‘To carry out 
their extensive operations, they aet 
up a system of lay brothers to help 
with the endless chores. 

Gradually, through successive 
periods of strength and decline, the 
Order spread around the world 
from its original home at Citeaux, 
France. The monks of Caldy, or 
Caldey as it is often spelled, moved 
there from Chimay, Belgium, in 
January, 1929. They bought the 
property from a modern religious 
group that had taken over the site 
from a private owner in 1906. 

As the “Island of Saints,” how- 
ever, Culdy’s connection with mon- 
asteries goes back long before the 
20th century. At least as early as 
the 6th century, Celtic monks Jived 
on the island, known then as Ynys 
Byr. Many early saints — including 
David, patron saint of Wales, and 
Samson, Caldy’s own patron saint 
— are reputed to have visited or 
served there. 

Medieval Treasure Hidden 

For 400 years, from the 12th to 
the 16th centuries, Caldy was the 
home of the Benedictines of St. 
Dogmaels. Several sturdy priory 
buildings still stand from this era, 
along with the even older St. 
David’s Church. 

Henry VIII’s Dissolution of Mon- 
asteries ended Benedictine rule, and 
gave rise to a local legend of de- 
votion and sacrifice. In the 16th 
century, says the story, a monk dis- 
guised as a peddler came to Caldy 
with church treasure to be con- 
cealed from the king. A hole in the 
massive church wall was chosen as 
hiding place; and there, after he 
had been left alone with the stone 
and mortar, the faithful monk 
sealed himself in with his treasure. 

Today, about 40 monks and 20 
lay people — most of them retired, 
and all tenants of the Order — live 
the island. Summer tourists, 
taking the two-and-a-half mile 
ferry from the mainland, are per- 
mitted daylight visits, hut are re- 
stricted to the main trail, away 
from the monks’ seclusion areas. 

For Americans, peaceful Caldy 
holds a little-known footnote to 
| Revolutionary history in Jones Bay 
and Jones Spring, named for John 
Haul Jones. While raiding British 
shipping in its home seas, the dar- 
i ing naval officer landed at Caldy 
land from its spring took needed 
fresh-water supplies. 


Children of some Berber tribes- 
men in North Africa wear pigtails 
hanging from the crown of their 
otherwise shaven heads, says the 
National Geographic Society.

bk>k Since then the Weather Bu- 
n ‘“ u lu»s extended the system to 
neighboring states in “Tornado 
Alley.” By the spring of 1957, the 
Bureau plans to complete radar in- 
stallations in strategic weather 
stations throughout the eastern 
1 mted States. These will serve the 
dual purpose of tracking hurricanes 
as well as looking out for tornadoes. 

Ib. Morris Tepper, chief of the 
o eather Bureau's severe^storms 
research unit, attributes an ap- 
parent sharp increase in tornudoes 
to better reporting. “From our 
studies of the energies involved,’’ 
he said, “we know of no atmos- 
pheric changes that would cause 
m roe tornadoes." 

Tornadoes are a peculiarly Amer- 
ican problem and the continental 
interior is the favorite spawning 
ground. Most occur in spring and 
early summer when masses of 
warm, moist air drift northward 
and collide with cold, dry fronts 
from the Pacific. 

Attain Vast Speed 
Meteorologists know much about 
unstable atmospheric conditions. 
But no one knows the combination 
of factors that sends winds whirl- 
ing at speeds up to 600 miles an 
hour. As instruments cannot sur- 
vive the devastating wind, the vor- 
tex remains a mystery. Few 
people have looked up into the ter- 
rifying funnel of a tornado and 
lived to describe what they saw. 

Tornadoes can and do strike the 
same place more than once. Codell, 
a town in western Kansas, w f as hit 
three years in succession every May 
20. The approach of the date un- 
nerves Codell citizens to this day. 

The worst tornado in United 
States history combed a path across 
Missouri, Illinois and Indiana in 
1925, killing 089 persons and injur- 
ing 1,980 others. 

An earlier tornado thrust a pine 
plank through a steel girder on 
Fads Bridge at St. Louis. Legion 
are the stories of denuded chickens, 
straws driven into fence nosts, 
water sucked from w f ells, and deli- 
cate objects surviving the explosion 
of houses caught in the partial 
vacuum of the tornado’s vortex. 

Tornadoes play many other 
curious pranks, but meteorologists 
discount the claim that one tw r ister 
turned an iron kettle inside out. 


GEOGRAPHIC ODDITIES AND 
BRIEFS 


To foster international good will, 
Cleveland maintains a series of 
gardens in Rockefeller Park, each 
honoring a different national cul- 
ture, says the National Geographic 
Society. The project was begun in 
1926. Thus far, 16 of the Cultural 
Gardens are finished. 


Most of Pakistan’s population 
live in East Pakistan, only one-sixth 
the size of West Pakistan. East 
Pakistan covers 54,500 square miles 
of jungles, rivers and alluvial 
plains, and provides a home for 
42,000,000 people. 


At Alert weather station far 
north on Ellesmere Island round- 
the clock daylight or darkness is a 
general rule, says the National 
Geographic Society. The sun never 
sets for 147 days a year, never rises 
for 145. 


New York Harbor boasts 24,000 
annual arrivals and departures of 
ocean-going vessels discharging and 
picking up cargo and passengers, 
more than any other port in the 
world. Each month 1,000 ships sail 
away. 


Clarke School for the Deaf at 
Northampton, Massachusetts, and 
New York City’s Lexington School 
for the Deaf, both founded in 1867, 
started the movement in America 
to teach deaf children to speak and 
read lips, the oral method of edu 
cation. 


The conquest in 1953 of the 
world’s largest peak, Mount Ever- 
est, broke the spell that had guar- 
ded other giants of the Himalayas. 
Italians in 1954 climbed K -2, sec- 
ond-highest mountain. Kanchen- 
junga (28,106 feet) and Makalu 
(27, 790 feet) yielded in 1956

Body bent of so-called “cold- 
blooded” creatures such ns reptiles 
nnd turtles varies with outside tem- 
perature instead of remaining fixed 
as in mammals and birds.

Although his latter years 
were troubled by financial difficul- 
ties, lie managed to keep lip the 
mansion and a smaller place. After 
his death, however, Jefferson’s fur- 
niture, silver, pictures, and even 
Monticello, were sold to pay his 
debts. 

Eskimos, horn and reared near 
the water, almost never learn to 
swim the water’s too cold, says 
the National Geographic Society. 


The behavior of birds is governed 
by a built-in control system, says 
the National Geographic Society. 
Instinct tells them when it is time 
to assemble in flocks, to migrate, 
to stop migrating, to sing, to fight, 
to mate, to build a nest and lay 
eggs. 


Ancient Romans called an 
orange-yellow metal mined on 
Cyprus “Cyprium aes,” or Cyprian 
brass. From the Latin term, later 
contracted to “cuprum," came the 
English word “copper." 


When Lansing, Michigan, became 
the Wolverine State’s capital in 
1847, it was a frontier clearing with 
one log house and a sawmill. Legis- 
lators chose it, half jokingly, after 
rejecting more populated townships, 
says the National Geographic So- 
ciety. 


DOCTRINE OF FREE SEAS 
UNDERGOES A NEW TEST 

International jurists are seeking 
an answer to a puzzle as old as the 
saga of seafaring: How much ocean 
can a nation call its own? 

Under modern theory the high 
seas belong to everybody. By time- 
honored precedent a nation may 
control no more of its offshore 
waters than an eighteenth-century 
cannon could shoot — one league or 
three nautical miles. In actual 
practice nations throughout the 
world are putting “No Trespassing" 
signs on coastal belts extending 
from four to 200 miles from their 
mainlands. 

Some neighboring nations think 
that is bending the principle of 
freedom of the seas too far. Out- 
of-bounds waters present a parti- 
cular problem to far-ranging fisher- 
men and planners of hemispheric 
defense. In an elfort to settle the 
intricate problems of oceanic geo- 
graphy, however, the United Na- 
tions this year will receive pro- 
posals from its International Law 
Commission for new rules befitting 
present-day conditions. 

Oceans Not Always Free 

World seas were not always free 
and common to all nations, the Na- 
tional Geographic Society says. 
Nearly every great maritime power, 
at one time or another, staked a 
claim over immense areas of water. 
In some instances alien ships had 
to call at certain ports, and pay 
ceremonial honor to the “mistress" 
of the seas. 

The first Phoenicians no doubt 
considered the Mediterranean Sea 
to he their exclusive highway. At 
the height of its power as a city 
state, Venice looked upon the Adri- 
atic Sea as a private lake and 
levied tribute upon foreign ships. 
The Roman Empire, after victory 
over Egypt, claimed the entire 
Mediterranean as Mare nostrum or 
“Our Sea." 

Ocean-grabbing became flagrant 
in the sixteenth century. Spuin and 
Portugal literally divided up the 
waters of the New World. When 
Breat Britain ruled the waves, the 
North Atlantic was referred to as 
the “English Sea." The right to 
claim sovereignty over high seas 
was not questioned. 

A Dutch jurist, Hugo Grotius, so 
forcefully enunciated the principle 
of freedom of the seas in 1609 that 
it was gradually accepted by all 
nations. His compatriot, Cornelius 
van Bynkershoek, is credited with 
popularizing the cannon-shot rule. 

Fishermen Barred 

Today, fewer and fewer nations 
accept the three-mile limit. It is 
unlawful, for instance, for foreign 
fishermen to drop nets within 12 
miles of Soviet Russia, Colombia, or 
Guatemala. Chile, Ecuador, Peru 
and 70-niile-wide El Salvador claim 
200-mile belts in the Pacific Ocean. 

While holding to the three-mile 
limit, the United States and a num- 
ber of other nations have reserved 
the right to exploit natural re- 
sources chiefly oil and other min- 
erals -in the seaheds of their “con- 
tinental shelves." The width of the 
submerged rim of North America 
ranges from a mile off parts of 
California to some 200 miles (dr 
< ape ( 'od.

THE WINCHESTER 
TOASTMISTRESS CLUB 

A BRIEF IIISTOin 

About twenty-five years ago Mr. 
Kalnh Smodley, a Y.M.C.A. worker 
in Snntn Ann, ('alifornia, organized 
n Club for the purpose of helping 
the young men at the Y.M.C.A. 
learn to express themselves when 
sneaking before a group of people, 
lie named his Club “The Toast- 
masters,” and tlie Club was so suc- 
cessful that Mr. Smodley was soon 
deluged with requests for help in 
organizing Toastmasters Clubs. 
Toastmasters International soon 
spread over the western United 
States and moved rapidly eastward. 

It was the wives of some of these 
Toastmasters who organized the 
first Toastmist ress Clubs. Articles 
of incorporation were signed on 
May 23, 1938 and International 
Toastmistress Clubs, Inc., became 
u reality on October 29, 1938, at a 
meeting at the home of Ernestine 
White in San Francisco, California. 
The first international officers were: 
President, Ernestine White; Vice 


President, Vera Hansen of Palo 
Alto; Secretary, Edna Thorne of 
Salinas; and Treasurer, Mildred 
Hunt of King City. 

The first Toastmistress Club on 
the East Coast came into being on 
February 12, 1948 at the home of j 
Edna Credo, at 14 Hrookside avenue 
in Winchester. Eighteen very . *n - 
thusiastic homemakers were pres- 
ent ut that first meeting. A nomi- 
nating committee was appointed, :i 
program was planned for the sec- 
ond meeting to be held at the home 
of Lou Leafe, 15 Chisholm road. 

At the second meeting the follow- 
ing permanent officers were elect- 
ed: President, Edna Credo; Vice 
President, Elizabeth Choate; Sec- 
retary, Lena Smith, and Treasurer, 
Violet Curtis. Lou Leafe was ap- 
pointed Program Chairman. There- 
after meetings were held every sec- 
ond and fourth Tuesday of ihe 
month.

JAPANESE BEETLE WILL BE 
ACTIVE SOON

Gardeners may expect to be 
facing soon the summer phase of 
Japanese beetle attacks. We have 
pointed out before the importance 
of chemical grub proofing of lawns 
and other areas. Also, the idea of 
community infection of the grubs 
with the milky spore disease is a 
very practical one. 

Summer control is less simple 
because the adult beetle is a very 
general and voracious feeder. It 
attacks about 250 kinds of decidu- 
ous fruits, shade trees, shrubs and 
garden flowers. Not all vegetables 
are attractive to the pest. It was 
formerly somewhat rare in Mass- 
achusetts and in this area. It has 
built up rapidly in recent years, 
however, until it now occurs in 
practically all communities in east- 
ern Massachusetts. 

In appearance the Japanese bee- 
tle adult is beautifully colored a 
metallic green with coppery shin- 
ing wing covers. It is oval in shape 
and about one-half inch in length. 
They often cluster up in feeding on 
plants or fruit so that they prac- 
tically hide it. 

Use of insecticides regularly on 
plants that are susceptible to the 
pest is the basic control. DDT is 
best for general protection of 
plants where no problem of residue 
is involved. It should never be used 
on fruits or vegetables closer than 
four weeks to harvest. Rotenone or 
rotenone-pyrethrum combinations 
may be used on ripening fruits or 
close to harvest. Methoxychlor is 
somewhat safer than DDT, and 
malathion will deteriorate com- 
pletely in time. The directions on 
the label should be carefully fol- 
lowed. Light applications, made 
often, on flowers or fruits is the 
best control. 

Old flowers or bruised, decaying, 
over-ripe fruits should be regular- 
ly removed. On roses or special 
flowers some remove the buds at 
the peak of beetle activity. Screen-

HOT WEATHER TIPS FOR 
ANIMALS 


In an annual warning to the 
animal-owning public, Dr. Gerry 
B. Sclinelle, Chief of Staff of the 
Angell Memorial Animal Hospital 
of the Massachusetts Society for 
the Prevention of Cruelty to Ani- 
mals, 180 Longwood avenue, Boston, 
has appealed to all pet-owners to 
exercise special care during hot 
weather. 

“The effect of midsummer heat 
upon animals,” Dr. Sclinelle de- 
clared, “is just as great as upon 
human beings. For that reason, we 
condemn the practice of having 
dogs chase halls on the beach dur- 
ing the heat of the day. When 
exercise is necessary, it should be 
given in the evening. Furthermore, 
we strongly discourage the habit 
of leaving dogs in parked car with 
little or no ventilation. If owners 
must leave their pets in auto- 
mobiles, the car should be parked 
in a shady spot, if possible, and all 
windows opened two inches. 

“Old dogs, heavy-throated dogs 
like English bulldogs, boxers and 
some cocker spaniel, and very 
heavy-coated dogs sometimes have 
difficulty in hot weather,” stated 
Dr. Schnelle, “and they are often 
best confined to a cellar, especially 
if it is damp and cool. The cellar 
floor can be wet down, and the 
windows opened. If the dog’s 
breathing becomes very rapid and 
noisy, the animal should be placed 
in a tub of cool water, which should 
be left running until the frequency 
of the breathing and the noise of 
respiration lessens. If the owner 
has any doubt as to his dog’s con- 
dition, he should call a veterinarian 
at once.” 

The following list of hot-weather 
“DON’TS” was suggested: 

DON’T allow pets to remain in 
hot sun. 

DON’T leave pets in stifling hot 
cars. 

DON’T overload work horses. 

DON’T fail to provide ample cool 
water. 

DON'T allow dogs near freshly- 
sprayed plants, etc. 

DON’T allow animals near poison 
ivy. (They can carry it to 
their owners.) 

DON’T permit dogs to chase balls 
on beach. 

DON’T let dogs chase automo- 
biles. 


The following from the pen of 
"J.L.F.” in the Maryland News for 
June 22, 15160, was* sent us by a 
friend in Montgomery (’minty in- 
terested in having the Star publish 
the other side of the story that has 
arisen in connection with the al- 
leged hiring of a $60 a day color 
consultant by the Montgomery 
County Board of Education. 

We have already printed two 
stories about this color consultant, 
sent us from Montgomery County, 
the local interest being that our 
former Superintendent of Schools, 
Dr. Forbes IL Norris, holds a sim- 
ilar post now in Montgomery 
County, and the color consultant in 
question, who is also described as 
a school principal in the county, 
formerly worked for the Winches- 
ter School Department during Dr. 
Norris’ oneumbency here. 

The Star is always glad to print 
both sides of a controversy, and is 
taking no sides in whatever such 
there may he in Montgomery Coun- 
ty. Fifty dollars a day seems quite 
a price to pay for advice on paint- 
ing schoolroom walls, hut we would- 
n’t know about such things, educa- 
tion-wise, and apparently the 
Montgomery consultant, Dr. Mil- 
dred Landis, got no such stipend 
here. 

The School Department files 
show she signed a contract in the 
spring of ’46 to work for the School 
Department as an art consultant at 
a stipend of $1,000 a year, and she 
signed a new contract at the same 
figure for the next year. So far 
as the Star could learn she did 
little, if any, supervising of school- 
room wall painting while in Win- 
chester.

Some light on the dark carry- 
ings-on about the Board of Edu- 
cation’s $50-a-day color consultant, 
her pay, her procedure and procure- 
ment. 

‘Last week, downtown news- 
papers carried a story about the 
discovery” of a color consultant 
retained by the Montgomery Coun- 
ty Board of Education at the rate 
of $60 per day. 

“The implications were those of 
intrigue, book-juggling, fact-shield- 
ing and all other dark, vagues and 
improbable connotations. 

“The particular “break” of the 
story seemed more than a coinci- 
dence. At the very meeting that 


the color consultant’s fee and duties 
were questioned, the Board has 
been justifying its budget requests. 

“It was a dandy piece or cheese, 
and some of the non-men grabbed 
at it. 

“From early reports, the School 
Board was guilty by implication. 
They had padded the payroll. They 
were paying exorbitant sums for 
unauthorized duties. 

“It was in incomplete and large- 
ly treacherous piece of reporting 
Its dangerous and intended result 
was that every reader read between 
the lines all the baseless implica- 
tions the reporter intended. 

“This is the complete storv. 

“In 15146, Dr. Forbes H. Norris, 
Superintendent of Schools, had a 
corresponding position in Winches- 
ter, Mass. 

“Winchester is a residential area 
near Boston. It is about six miles 
from Harvard University and ap- 
proximately the same distance from 
the Massachusetts Institute of 
Technology. 

“At that time, Dr. Mildred M 
Landis, the color consultant in 
question, was supervising teacher 
training at Wheelock College in 
Boston. 

“She had taken work at the Har- 
vard School of Architecture and 
some study hours in administration. 

“Also, at the same time, a man, 
Professor Gyorgy Hopes, instruct 
ed visual arts at M.I.T. 

“Professor Hopes and Dr. Landis 
were a team. In any given school 
situation, the Kopos-Landis team 
visited the school, recorded the age 
of the pupils, the physical situation 
of the building, the view from 
the windows, the view from the 
classroom door, the available light- 
ing and any other significant deter- 
minants. 

“This complimentary and com- 
plementary team would then make 
recommendations as to the revision 
of existing color combinations. 

“At the time she performed 
these services for the New Hamp- 
shire system, Dr. Edgar Fuller was 
the State Superintendent, Dr. 
Fuller is now the executive sec- 
retary of the Association of State 
School Commissioners. 

“Dr. Fuller has said Dr. Landis’ 
work was thoroughly professional, 
highly beneficial and unquestion- 
ably justified. 

“After the tour in the New 
Hampshire system, Dr. Landis 
joined the staff of Syracuse Uni- 
versity, Syracuse, N. Y. 

“Then, in September 1956, she 
was summoned to Montgomery 
County. 

“Dr. Norris recruited her on the 
understanding that she would lie 
assigned to a position “closer to the 
classroom” and that she would un- 
dertake the color consulting if pos- 
sible. 


“At the time of Dr. Landis’ entry 
to the county, there was no stipu- 
lation, guarantee or mention of a 
fee for the service. 

“Shortly after Dr. Landis’ arrival 
in the county, Mrs. Margery Sin- 
clair, art supervisor for all county 
schools, said she could not give the 
necessary time to color study and 
still fill the supervisory and instruc- 
tional requirements. 

“The Superintendent and the 
Board thought money might he the 
answer. They offered Mrs. Sin- 
clair a bonus to continue with the 
work. 

“Money was not the answer. Mrs. 
Sinclair said she still did not have 
time to devote to the color consul- 
tant business and still maintain full 
responsibility as county art dir- 
ector. 

“Dr. Landis was assigned the job 
at the $50-n-day fee. 

“When the request for the money 
came up in the school hoard meet- 
ing, there were differences over the 
amount of the fee, hut not its justi- 
fication. 

“For Dr. Landis, this has not 
been a gravy train. Out of that 
$60 she must pay for her own sta- 
tionery, her secretary, and her au- 
tomobile expenses. 

“She is given no staff help, ho 
supplies and no mileage. 

“Dr. Landis’ consultancy starts 
with the ground-breaking. After 
the Board determines which price 
floor tile will he used, Dr. Lundis 
certifies the color range. 

“According to those who are ex- 
perienced with building supplies, 
color is the most accurate index of 
quality standards. 

“At that time, Professor Kepes 
worked on a salary basis. 11 is 
salary, if computed on a daily basis, 
was $60 per day. 

“In some cases, the recommen- 
dations for new color schemes im- 


proved lighting by 60S . Although 
there have been no studies made to 
determine (if determinable) wheth- 
er the color psychology improves 
learning or reduces mental anxiety, 
there is a heavy body of opinion 
that claims it does. 

“After the tour of color consult- 
ing near Boston, Dr. Landis went 
on full-time instruction at Harvard. 

“After that, she went to the New 
Hampshire state system as a color 
consultant. 

“ ‘No building supply dealer can 
put through a cheaper grade if Dr. 
Landis has determined the color 
range,’ says Dr. Norris. 

“As for the official accounting of 
Dr. Landis’ fee, it’s all in the rec- 
ord. 

“Consulting service fees for new 
buildings are taken from the capital 
(construction) budget, as are fees 
for additions to existing buildings. 
Redecoration of old buildings is 
taken from the maintenance budget. 

“So far, Dr. Landis has super- 
vised color application to Walter 
Johnson Jr. -Sr. High School, North- 
wood Jr. -Sr. High School and Col. 
Joseph Belt Jr. High School. These 
were all new. The capital budget 
was tapped. 

“The Twinbrook addition, Gaith- 
ersburg gymnasium, Glenmont and 
Garret Park were also capital ex- 
penditures. 

“Redecoration of Bethesda Ele- 
mentary came out of maintenance 
tills. 

“Brian M. Benson, director of 
school finance, has a full account- 
ing of all Dr. Landis’ fees. 

“So, all the dark and misguided 
implications and inferences that the 
School Board was paying exor- 
bitant fees to unauthorized person- 
nel are largely visions. 

“The ‘secret’ of Dr. Mildred M. 
Landis, the principal of Woodacres 
Elementary school who does color

LATIN'S HARD BUT LIVELY 
BOTH IN ITALY AND U.S. 

In Rome today it’s no easier to 
do as the Romans did than it is in 
the United States. Not, at any 
rate, when it comes to conquering 
the Latin language. 

The wail heard through the halls 
of American high schools — “Latin 
is a language as dead as dead *an 
he — First it killed the Romans, and 
now it’s killing me” — echoes across 
Italy. There, says vhe National 
Geographic Society, any youth who 
enters the equivalent of vhe Amer- 
ican high school must first translate 
300 verses of Virgil nnd 30 sections 
of Caesar’s Commentaries. 

Although the Italian language de- 
rives from Latin, the ancient longue 
is so different that few graduates, 
after eight years of required atudy, 
can sight-read Latin. Educators, 
as a result, arc considering a pro- 
posal to make the subject optional 
for students in technical fields. 

All-Latin Magazine 

Those who value Latin as a char- 
acter-builder and a “traditional na- 
tional hardship,” promise to fight 
the notion all the way to Parlia- 
ment. For in Italy, as in America, 
Latin is far from being buried. 
It is, in fact, showing signs of new 
life. 

Three years ago the Vatican 
launched an 80-page, general inter- 
est quarterly magazine for Latin- 
ists ull over the world. From title, 
Latinitas, to advertisements, it is 
written entirely in Latin. It con- 
cedes to vernacular on hut one 
point: the dollar sign in the sub- 
scription rate. 

Currently the magazine is stag- 
ing an article-writing contest. In 
the United States, another compe- 
tition, the 22nd annual Baird Memo- 
rial Latin Contest, drew 733 high- 
school students to New York Uni- 
versity this spring to pit their wits 
in translating the classics. 

American teen-agers have also 
published magazines in Latin, put 
on Roman banquets, and staged Gay 
Nineties melodramas with Latin 
lines and toga dress. The Univer- 
sity of Maryland, which revived its 
classical-language department last 
fall, recently hired an extra profes- 
sor to meet student demands. And 
a few high schools have added Latin 
sections. 

Others, however, in keeping with 
the long trend, have dropped the 
subject. Nowhere does Latin ahine 
as it did in 1900 when more high- 
schoolers studied it than English, 
and only algebra topped it in popu- 
larity. Latin lost its lead to Span- 
ish during the depression when col- 
lege and universities, in a death 
struggle for students, dropped vheir 
language requirements. 

Modernized Latin 

In 1948, only 7.8 percent of high- 
school pupils were taking Latin. 
By last year, the percentage had 
fallen to 6.9. But in colleges, the 
language was holding its own. Out 
of all four-year degrees, 0.178 per- 
cent were earned in Latin-and- 
Greek — more than in 16 other dis- 
ciplines including biochemistry, 
anthropology, public health and in- 
ternational relations. 

Should any June graduate fear 
he’s wasted sweat over dead old 
Latin, he owes it to himself to scan 
the modern Latin dictionary of 
Monsignor Antonio Bacci, the Vati- 
can’s official Latinist. As up to date 
as Kansas City, this compendium of 
7,000 expressions lists such mod- 
ernisties as television (televisio), 
atomic bomb (globus atomica vi 
displodens) and tennis (manubriati 
reticuli ludus — sport with net on 
a handle). 

As first aid to fractured Latin, 
the dictionary might also have been 
a comfort to marriage-harried 
Prince Rainier III of Monaco. Asked 
to translate the name of his honey- 
mooning yacht (and the motto of 
Monaco), "Deo Juvante,” the 
Prince blurted: “God help us.” The 
translation should have been: 
“With the help of God.”

NEANDERTHAL HAN 
KNOWN FOR CENTURY 


In August the world of science 
wll celebrate the 100th “birthday” 
of a low-browed, hairy-chested 
great uncle of the human race — 
Neanderthal Man, Europe’s Ice- 
Age cave dweller. 

Best known of all prehistoric 
humans, Neanderthal Man actually 
had a life span not of 100 years hut 
of some 150,000. He roamed three 
continents, was among the first vo 
live in shelter and wear clothing, 
and gave the world the use of fire. 

His hones first were found in 
Germany in 1856. In marking the 
centennial of that discovery, science 
looks back over a century in which 
the first clear picture of human pre- 
history has gradually been pieced

Skeleton in a Quarry 
In August of 1856, workers in a 
limestone quarry near Dusseldorf 
dug into the floor of a cave 60 feet 
above the Dussel River and uncov- 
ered the fragments of a human 
skeleton. They paid little heed, but 
when the quarry owner learned of 
the find he ordered the bones col- 
lected. Eventually they reached a 
Bonn University scientist. 

His report that the skull repre- 
sented a human unknown “even in 
the most barbarous races” stirred 
up controversy and a flood of coun- 
ter-explanations by other scientists. 
One passed off the long-dead mys- 
tery man as “an individual affected 
with idiocy and rickets.” Another 
authority proclaimed that the skull 
was “one of the Cossacks who came 
from Russia in 1814.” 

The uproar was to continue for 
decades. The Neanderthal find 
(named for the Neander Valley in 
which the quarry lay) was followed 
by others in Europe and later in 
Asia and Africa. 

Life of the Cave Man 
What sort of fellow was Nean- 
derthal Man — the “Cave Man” of 
popular imagination, usually de- 
picted as carrying a club and drag- 
ging a lady by her hair? 

From more than a hundred skulls 
and skeletons, anatomists have re- 
constructed him as squat, with 
powerful physique, an enormous 
head of low sloping shape, massive 
bony ridges above the eyes, and 
almost no chin. 

Though slow-moving and clumsy 
by modern standards, he survived 
by being one of the best big-game 
hunters of all time. He went after 
fearsome cave bears and woolly 
mammoths, armed only with a 
wooden spear tipped in his later 
days by a flint point. 

As the third great advance of 
ice moved down across Europe, he 
took to living in the caves of lime- 
stone hillside, learned io drape 
skins about him to keen warm, and 
discovered how to make and tend 
a tire. He first developed the art 
of “flaking” stones to achieve a 
sharp edge for weapons or tools. 

In his caves, he buried his dead 
with their implements, indicating a 
dim awareness of life after death. 
His thinking, however savage, de- 
veloped the first stirrings of re- 
ligion in human history. 

Neanderthal Man lived from per- 
haps 170,000 B.C. to about 30,000 
B.C., finally to disappear and he 
sucecded bv Cro-Magnon Man — the 
first true Homo sapiens sapiens, or 
modern man. Most scientists today 
tend to place Neanderthal not in the 
direct line of human descent, hut 
in a branch that died out. Even as 
an uncle, however, he was quite a 
man.

LYMAN UNOPPOSED 


MISS HATTIE E. SNOW 


FARNAM TO 8KKK 
CONt.KKSSION A I. SEAT 

At the Medford home of Rep. C. 
Eugene Farnam Monday afternoon 
the Star learned that Mr. Farnam 
will not oppose Winchester’s Har- 
rison F. Lyman, Jr., for the Re- 
publican nomination for State sen- 
ator in the Sixth Congressional 
District this fall. Instead Mr. Far- 
nam will seek the party nomination 
for Congress in the Eighth District. 

Until last week Mr. Farnam had 
been an avowed candidate for vhe 
post in the State senate, and Mr. 
Lyman and his supporters had been 
preparing for stubborn opposition 
from a candidate located in the 
city having the lurgest number of 
voters eligible to cast ballots in 
the contest. 

Over the past six years, during 
which he has served as represent- 
ative in the 26th Middlesex District, 
Mr. Farnam has shown himself an 
excellent vote getter. Being much 
better known politically than Mr. 
Lyman, the latter and his friends 
have realized every effort would 
have to be made to offset the ad- 
vantages with which the Medford 
politico would enter the race. 

Mr. Farnam’s popularity and 
vote-getting ability is well known 
locally, and apparently not un- 
known in high Republican spots. 
Not only have State G.O.P. bigwigs 
urged his candidacy for the Eighth 
j Congressional office, but the top 
' Republican brass in Washington 
| have brought pressure to bear, 
even sending an emissary to Med- 
ford last week to add his personal 
word to the previous urging. It was 
after this conference that Mr. Farn- 
am withdrew from the 6th Middle- 
sex State race and took out papers 
for the Republican nomination for 
Congress in the Sth District. 

The present incumbent in this 
district is Torbert McDonald of 
Malden, Democratic, widely known 
and popular in his own right.

ed in the Aberjona Valley.

WORKMAN INJURED

MRS. ELIZABETH BRUCE 

Mrs. Elizabeth A. Bruce, former- 
ly of Winchester, died Saturday, 
July 21, at the Boston City Hospital 
after a long illness at the age of 74. 
Widow of Eugene Bruce, she left 
Winchester 30 years ago and in 
recent years had been living in 
Boston. 

Mrs. Bruce was born in Sussex, 
England, but eanu* to Wineliestei 
as a girl. Her residence during her 
years in Winchester was on upper 
Main street. She leaves a daughter, 
Mrs. Alice Ramsdell of Stoughton. 

The funeral was held Wednesday 
morning from the Lynch-CantiUon 
Funeral Home in Woburn. Solemn 
requiem high mass was celebrated 
at St. Charles (lunch, Woburn. 
Burial was in Calvary Cemetery. 


As the result of visits to these 
lants by the chief engineer of the 
anitary Division of the State De- 
partment of Health letters have 
been sent from the Department to 
most of the plants in the valley, 
listing the results of the investi- 
gation and suggesting changes re- 
commended by the Department, in 
accordance with Chapter 291 of the 
Acts of 1911, which forbids “the 
discharge of any substance which 
might he injurious to public health 
or might tend to create a public 
nuisance”. Such discharge is also 
contrary to the rules and regu- 
lations of the State Department of 
Public Health as promulgated in 
accordance with Chapter 615 of the 
Acts of 1945. 

The local investigators who pa- 
trolled the river from Leonard Field 
to beyond Mishawum Pond in North 
Woburn reported what they believ- 
ed to be serious conditions along 
the stream to both the MDC and 
State Department of Health. 

The MDC authorities felt that not 
much in the way of permanent re- 
lief of the situation will be forth- 
coming until the completion of the 
new’ sewer in process of construc- 
tion from Chelsea to Deer Island. 
Some relief from the odor and ap- 
pearance of the river and its banks 
was, however, promised by the 
State authorities, w’ho were able 
to secure funds making possible the 
present river cleanup. 

Booms have been strung across 
the river to the north of Leonard 
Field Beach to prevent the sludge, 
with which the river has been full, 
floating down stream below that 
point. Crews have been working in 
the river loosening and removing 
the sludge from the bed of the 
stream and removing debris from 
the water. 

Meanw’hile, immediately after the 
visit of the State Engineer, several 
of the industrial plants along the 
river commenced independent clean- 
ups of their premises and the re- 
moval of industrial waste dumped 
by them along the river banks. 
Metropolitan sewer crews have al- 
so commenced the cleaning of waste 
from the sewer pipes to permit the 
normal flow’ of waste passing 
through them. 

The actual work of cleaning the 
river bed and water is slow, but 
Jeremiah Foley, foreman of the 
six man crew at work there be- 
lieves that good progress has been 
made. 

When the Star reporter visited 
the w r ork on Tuesday afternoon 
three men were actually in the 
river, first removing stones, tree 
limbs, old cans, tires, crates, mason- 
ry, pipes of various sorts, and other 
odds and ends and this and that, 
the accumulation of many years! 
These were being taken from the 
water and piled along the hanks 
w’here one of two trucks equipped 
with a small crane lifted the heavy 
objects into a dump truck for re- 
moval. 

After the objects enumerated 
above had been removed the men 
re-entered the w f ater and scooped 
up w’ith w’ide shovels the accumu- 
lation of industrial sludge that had 
settled on the bed of the stream. 

This is slow and not too easy 
work, but some progress has been 
made, especially in the vicinity of 
the lagoon near Davidson Park. 
There and at the small footbridge 
above Cross street it is now pos- 
sible to see the bed of the river 
through water that was once thick- 
ly covered w’ith brownish, white 
sludge. 

The men started in the vicinity 
of the lagoon, hut the first of this 
w’eek moved down stream to the. 
Cross street bridge, and were 
working directly under this 
structure Tuesday. Several in the 
neighborhood commended the pro- 
gress that has been made. 


LOUIS Y. JOYCE 

Louis V. Joyce of 11a Lakeview 
road, retired heating engineer, 
died Monday forenoon, July 23, at 
the Winchester Hospital W’here he 
had been a patient for only a w>eek. 

Mr. Joyce was the son of Richaxd, 
nnd Mary (Pray) Joyce. He was 
horn June 7, 1879, in Somerville 
and spent much of his early life 
in that city and Boston, coming to 
Winchester in 1927. 

He was graduated from Some) - 
l ville High School and from Harvard 
Engineering School, class of 1901. 
Not long after graduation he be- 
came a partner in the Boston firm 
of Rideout, Chandler & Joyce, in- 
dustrial engineers, a business con- 
tinuing until 1936 when it was dis* 
solved upon the death of one of th« 
partners.

SOMETIMES WONDERS! 


Editor of the Star: 

I sometimes wonder if we all 
realize the importance of Civil De- 
fense. 1 was fortunate enough to 
be a by-stander in Portland, Maine, 
July 19, when they had a mock 
evacuation test called “Operation 
Homerun”. This was for the people 
in the city to get to their homes as 
.soon as possible once the sirens 
blew. My husband, who is Chief of 
the Auxiliary Police here in Win- 
chester was very anxious to see 
how other cities handled traffic, 
civilians, etc., during a test. 

We parked at the side entrance 
of the City Hall where Civil De- 
fense is housed in the basement. 
I was allowed to stay in the car 
while my husband rode around with 
the Chief of Aux. Police to observe 
the various units in action. Men 
from all walks of life were invol- 
ved in the test. Some were equipped 
with cameras, field glasses, and en- 
velopes containing plans for “Op- 
eration Homerun”. There were 
some Navy and Army Peraonel as 
well. A crew was in charge of the 
walkie talkies to receive inform- 
ation and also to give it when 
necessary. 

Windows were closed and shades 
were drawn inside the City Hall, 
j Girls went out to get coffee for 
some of the staff, but walked at a 
snappy gait in order to get back 
before the big moment came. 

At 3:40 there burst through the 
everyday noise of voices and traffic, 
a. terrific blast; the air raid was on. 
People seemed to appear like ants 
from everywhere, out of offices, 
stores, men from construction work, 
employees from the City Hall, all 
with one goal in mind, getting 
home! 

The Police and Aux. Police and 
various heads of Civil Defense got 
into their designated cars and were 
on their way to their signified posts. 
The planes were hovering overhead 
and this, of course, added to the 
confusing noise on the streets. 
Everyone had a specific job to do 
and it was being done. 

In an amazingly short time, the 
streets became deserted and it was 
reported on the radio that traffic 
had gone out of Portland in orderly 
fashion and everyone had cooper- 
ated well. When the families were 
all at home, they were to turn on 
their porch light to indicate they 
were all together. 

Around 4:10 some of the staff, 
who had gone out to observe, re- 
turned to the C. D. office and seem- 
ed well pleased with the progress of 
the evacuation procedure. 

At 4 :20 it was announced on the 
radio that “Operation Homerun” 
was officially over and had been 
very successful. The Police were 
commended on an excellent job of 
handling traffic. 

After being able to observe the 
carefully planned work of the 
teams behind the scenes, it made 
me realize how important C. 1). is 
and how much time the people put 
in organizing our communities’ 
defense, so that we are all prepared 
in case of an attack. It is necessary 
for us all to know and help C. D. 
with the work and plans for our 
own town in case the time should 
arise that we might have to put 
our knowledge of evacuating to the 
test.

Deai Mr. Redding: 

As a result of a continuing re- 
view of the construction at tin* 
Grade C rossing Project, and with 
a view to relieving congestion so 
far ns humanly possible at Win- 
chester Center, in line with recent 
editorials in the Winchester Star, 

1 am happy to give you the follow- 
ing progress schedule, as set up 
in discussions with the Boston & 
Maine Railroad, our very coopera- 
tive contractor the C. J. Maney 
Company, and our staff here: 

1. Bacon street will be closed to 
traffic on October 1. 

2. The main line tracks of the 
B & M will be put into operation 
on October 15, which will allow two 
weeks for closing the gap in the 
present detour. 

3. The detour main line tracks, 
which will Tie used for the Woburn 
loop temporarily, will Tie filled in, 
with the new Woburn loop being 
put into operation on October 21. 

4. The main line temporary 
tracks will bo removed and Com- 
mon street opened to traffic on Oc- 
tober 24. 

5. The removal of the tracks at 
Bacon street and the excavation 
and construction for the westerly 
roadway and approach to the Ba- 
con street underpass will be com- 
pleted by late December. 

In accordance with the above 
schedule, Bacon street will be clos- 
ed approximately three months, 
but Common street would be open- 
ed within three to four weeks after 
Bacon street is closed. This will 
provide an auxiliary means for 
traffic and pedestrians through 
Common street, which, of course, 
will afford a great deal of relief. 

Because of the railroad’s belief 
that a hazard would be created at 
Common street if we tried to open 
this while both the main line tracks 
and the temporary tracks were in 
operation, and inasmuch as we 
have been able to reduce the time 
lag to such a small period, we be- 
lieve that the solution arrived at 
above will cause the least incon- 
venience to the citizens of Win- 
chester. and we will do everything 
in our power to meet these sched- 
ules which have been reviewed 
above. 

1 appreciate the interest and pa- 
tience of my fellow citizens on this 
project, which I am sure, in the 
months and years ahead will pro- 
vide great und lasting benefits to 
our town.

NEW LIGHTING 
FOR INTERSECTIONS 


The Board of Selectmen and 
Edison engineers have been giving 
attention to lighting at the new 
street layouts arising from the 
overhead railroad and Skilling by- 
pass constructions. 

At Common street where it joins 
Church street beside the railroud 
tracks in the square the present 
light is to be retained with the ad- 
dition of a in w light on the easterly 
side of ( < mimon street. Three more 
lights are to be installed along 
Common street on the easterly side 
approaching the railroad station. 

On Common street from the bend 
to Church street there is to be a 
light on the northerly corner of the 
street opposite the Trust Company, 
and another light on the southerly 
side of the street approximately 
half way between Church street 
and the bend in the road. 

The layout of the little square in 
front of the Postollice wiP be con- 
siderably different, with three small 
traffic islands instead of the pre- 
vious one big rotary island. 

The three islands are placed 
where Thompson street enters 
Waterfield road, and there is to be 
a new street light on the middle 
and largest of the three. There is 
to be another light just above the 
intersection of Thompson street and 
Waterfield road toward the tracks 
and another double light on the 
southwesterly side of the street at 
the widening above the entrance to 
the parking lot along the river. 

There will be another light dir- 
ectly at the entrance to the lot, but 
the Selectmen and engineers have 
not decided the exact spot for it 
as yet. Another light is to be in- 
stalled east of the parking lot on 
the southerly side of Waterfield 
road, and another on the northerly 
side at the bridge. 

Main Street - Washington Street 

The Selectmen believe that there 
will be no further complaints of 
darkness at the intersection of 
Washington street and Main street 
once the new lighting is installed 
there. 

The light is now located on Main 
street at the southerly entrance to 
the high school is to be retained, 
but those on the curve at the Dr. 
McManus house are to be removed 
with the one directly across Main 
street. 

In their stead there is to be a 
light at the corner of Mt. Pleasant 
and Washington streets and one 
directly opposite at the Main 
street, Washington street corner. 
The light now located at the comer 
of Washington street and Francis 
circuit is to be replaced with a new 
light more than midway between 
the circuit and Winthrop street and 
the existing light at the southerly 
enrtance of the junior high school 
driveway is to be moved to the 
corner of the junior high lot at the 
intersection of Washington street 
and the Parkway. 

A new light is to be installed 
across Washington street about op- 
posite the driveway entrance with 
another to be installed between 
Winthrop street and the Parkway. 
Still another will be installed on 
the westerly side of Washington 
street on the corner of the Library 
lot. 

All the lights at street inter- 
sections are to be much more pow- 
erful than those previously in use 
there. They are to be 15,000 lumen, 
of the I.E.S. Distribution type. 
Other lights, especially where pos- 
sible* in front of houses will be of 
the 10,000 lumen variety.

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Sixth Year In a Row Winchester 
Skipper Wins Marblehead Honor 

Jack Cummings maintained Winchester Boat Club’s possession of 
tin* coveted New England Snipe Racing Championship Trophy by win- 
ning this exciting small-boat competition at the recently concluded 
Marblehead Race Week. It was the sixth year in a row that a Win- 
chester skipper has annexed the New England Championship and be- 
fore the final race of the Corinthian series last Saturday it looked like 
the skipper who had won the previous five races might win again. 

Towering Rod Long hadn’t been available for the early week racing, 
but he signalled bis arrival on Wednesday, July 25, by taking the one- 
race Boston Yacht Club trophy. He followed up with two straight 
wins in the final three-race Corinthian series and local followers of 
racing were pretty generally picking him to win last Saturday’s final 
and with it, the New England crown for the sixth straight time. 

Long, however had the misfor- 
tune to break a halyard at the 
start of last Saturday's snipe event 
and failed to finish, actually having 
to be towed in by the police boat. 
His failure to finish in the money 
gave the New England crown to his 
club-mate Jack Cummings, who had 
previously won the Eastern Yacht 
Club three-race series, and finished 
first last Saturday as Long was 
being towed ashore. 

It was at first thought that Cum- 
mings had won the Corinthian tro- 
phy as well as the New England 
trophy, but a re-check showed that 
the Corinthian hardware went to 
Dick Ivors and the "Aquilla”. 

Whether I vers or Cummings won 
the Corinthian trophy made no dif- 
ference in the overall picture from 
the Winchester angle, for both are 
WBC skippers, lvers’ win gave 
Winchester another clean sweep, 
since Pete Montminy won the sin- 
gle-race Pleon trophy on the first 
Sunday and Long added the Bos- 
ton Trophy to his big collection. 

Since 1940, when the New Eng- 
land Championship Trophy series 
was inaugurated Winchester Boat 
Club skippers have won the champ- 
ionship every year except in 1949 
when veteran skipper, Alan Gulick- 
son of Town River, was the winner. 

There was no racing in the war

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EDITORIALS 

Tuesday evening, while attempting to relax on our hack porch, 
we were so conscious of the noise of the motor boats on Mystic Lake 
that we couldn't help wondering how our friends on Everett avenue 
and Lakoview road and terrace, to xay nothing of Cambridge street 
and Robinson Park, were standing it. It in too bad the officials who 
think this boating is good, healthy, legitimate recreation couldn't hear 
the din on some quiet night when it is at its boisterous best. Hacon's 
Pond, at least, was never meant for any such activity, even before it 
was practically halved by filling in the cove. 


Winchester's interest in improving the Aberjona River ought not 
to be confined entirely to stopping the pollution of its waters by waste 
matter from industrial plants. Industrial waste is by no means the 
whole story. 

Last Friday we took a look over the parapet of the bridge on Main 
street at the Mill Pond and what we saw in the roundish pool at the 
base of the overflow was far from a pretty sight. 

Floating on the coffee-colored water were beer cans, a pail or two, 
old boards and other debris; cartons, discarded papers and general 
rubbish, none of which came from any industrial plant. 

Now we are not excusing the industrial plants for what they have 
done to the river, but none of what we saw in the Mill Pond last Friday 
was their responsibility. We know the town men are busy at this 
time of year, but it surely wouldn't take too long to rake the rubbish 
out of the overflow where it is in plain sight to passers-by. 

And we all ought to remember that the river belongs to all of us. 
We ought all of us to accept our own responsibility for it and not add 
to the cluttering and pollution of its waters by throwing our own debris 
into the stream. 


Merchants of the Thompson street and lower Main street area of 
the center will applaud the Selectmen’s decision to reserve ten double 
parking spaces in the parking lot adjacent to Waterfield road and to 
meter them for use by shoppers rather than all-day parkers. 

The new street layout of Waterfield road at the post office and the 
fact that when the railroad underpass joins this street with Common 
street the resulting road will be a through way has made it necessary 
to discontinue parking on the southerly side of Waterfield road und 
Waterfield Hridge. 

Ten limited parking spaces are being lost by this restriction, in- 
cluding two or three spaces that used to be available beside the taxi 
stand. Merchants of the vicinity were concerned over the loss of limited 
parking spaces for their customers and asked the Selectmen to consider 
limited parking for a section of the parking space off Waterfield road 
to compensate for the loss of spaces necessitated by the new street 
layout at the post office. 

The Selectmen were receptive to the idea from the start, and Mon- 
day evening voted the restricted parking auked for by the business 
men. Business in the Thompson street area should benefit from this 
decision.

United States Military Academy 
Cadet D. J. Palladino, son of Gen- 
eral and Mrs. Ralph A. Palladino, 
19 North Gateway, is attending a 2 
weeks Air Indoctrination Course at 
Maxwell AF Base, Ala., ami Elgin 
AF Base, Fla. 

The Air Indoctrination course is 
being presented by the Air Univer- 
sity Command with assistance of 
six more major commands, for all 
second-year students of the Acade- 
my. The course will provide the 
future military leaders with a 
knowledge of the Air Force role in 
the Department of Defense and its 
capabilities and will give them a 
general insight into Air Force ser- 
vice. It will also give them an un- 
derstanding of the requirements 
and opportunities for leadership in 
Aii* Force units. 

Such knowledge is necessary to 
the cadets for two reasons. First, 
after graduation from the academy 
they may choose positions with the 
Air Force as Air Force officers. Pre- 
sent Congressional action allows 25 
per cent of the graduating West 
Point cadets to choose Air Force. 
Second, officers in the field must 
have a working knowledge of air 
power deployment and operation in 
order to maintain efficient liaison 
between the Air and Ground forces.

MORAN HEADS TURTLE DETAIL 

When the alarm of “Turtle!” 
goes up at the fire station, no one 
dashes for the hook and ladder or 
the emergency truck. Instead, a 
group of firemen, usually led * by 
Charlie Moran, sallies across Mt. 
Vernon street toward the Mili 
Pond, armed with 10-foot-long 
“plaster poles.” 

And yet their mission is still 
one of saving lives — the fives of 
Winchester’s ducks and geese 
which grace the banks and waters 
of the pond. These fowl have been 
the victims of a number of huge 
snapping turtles which have been 
coming into the pond this summer. 
Charlie Moran, who with a steel- 
tipped pole in one hand and an axe 
in the other is the chief turtle-head 
hunter, believes the cleaning of the 
Aberjona upstream has stirred 
these turtles from their usual 
haunts. 

Although nine of the killers, 
ranging from 10 to 15 pounds, have 
been caught and destroyed, there 
have been several casualties. One 
wild duck’s brood has been reduced 
from 7 to 2, and the lone gosling 
narrowly escaped death last week 
when a turtle wounded it severely 
in the breast. If there are no young 
ones about, the turtles will attack 
the full-grown mallards. Capable 
of taking off several of a man’s 
fingers at a snap, these shelled 
monsters grab the legs of swim- 
ming ducks and drag them to the 
muddy bottom to drown. 

The process of catching turtles is 
a combination of skill nnd luck; a 
hook and line with a large piece of 
meat on it is thrown into the wa- 
ter and left until one swallows it. 
Then he is pulled gently toward the 
bank, as any sudden movement or 
noise nmy alarm him, and cause him 
to snap the lint* with his razor- 
sharp jaws. When he is close 
enough to shore, one of the firemen 
sends the plaster pole (usually used 
for ripping down ceilings) through 
his hack. He is then quickly buried, 
without benefit of ceremony. 

At the present time the firemen 
are especially on the lookout for a 
battle-wise snapper of gargantuan 
size, estimated to weigh between 
40 and 50 pounds and reported to 
be as broad as the bottom of a tub. 
This monster keeps to the middle 
of the pond and so far has eluded 
his fate. However, the firemen arc 
sharpening their spears, and we 
wish them good hunting.

Following the war he went to In- 
donesia where he continued to work 
in the government audit office. 

His wife and son Hendrik joined 
him there in 1950, shortly after the 
son’s birth. Due to communist up- 
risings in Indonesia they are now 
refugees emigrating to this coun- 
try. 

Mr. van den Berg has aspirations 
other than auditing: “I should like 
to he a teacher. I might teach 
French, German, Italian, Latin, 
Greek ,or classical history.” Mrs. 
van den Berg sneaks several lan- 
guages and has been given awards 
for her distinguished work with the 
Red Ci •oss. 

At one time the women of the 
Parish of the Epiphany collected a 
supply of furniture and kitchen 
utensils for the German family 
which was to come. At a time 
when the hopes of helping u family 
come had diminished, the furniture 
was contributed to an auction spon- 
sored by the Rotary Club. They 
are now in need of gathering 
enough furniture, bedding, utensils, 
and dishes for the family of three. 
The van den Bergs will arrive in 
New York on September 1 and will

The new president, Mr. Nash, has 
been associated with ihe Co-oper- 
ative Bank since 1006, serving as 
director, clerk and vice president 
previous to his recent election as 
president.

The Winchester High School, 
when it was remodelled and enlarg- 
ed from the junior high school, was 
designed for 025 pupils under op- 
tima conditions. In explaining the 
plans to the town at the town meet- 
ing in 1058, Mr. William J. Speers, 
Jr., chairman of the Building Com- 
mittee, said that the building would 
have an outside capacity of 1200 
pupils. It was the Building Com- 
mittee’s belief, at that time, that it 
and the junior high building, re- 
modelled from the old high school, 
would he adequate for from 10 to 
12 years. 

Again at that time Mr. Speers 
stated that the Building Committee 
felt both buildings might be full 
in six years, and later he said that 
they might he at or near capacity 
when they opened. Now, after little 
more than a year of use, the high 
school is right at or close to capa- 
city, though Mr. Speers told the 
Star that the building ought to be 
usable with no loss of educational 
efficiency for another two years or 
so. 

Mr. Speers told the Star that the 
Committee had not believed that 
the capacity of the building would 
he reached so soon, hut lie also said 
that the Building Committee had 
never believed, nor had he, repre- 
senting the Committee, ever stated, 
or intended to convey the impres- 
sion that the remodelling and en- 
larging of the junior high school 
to house the senior high and the 
remodelling of the old high school 
for use as a junior high school 
would end for all time the town’s 
secondary-school housing problem. 

The Committee did feel at the 
time the town voted to remodel and 
enlarge its present buildings in- 
stead of new construction that the 
high school, perhaps not ideally, but 
adequately, could house up to 1200 
pupils. On a three-year high 
school basis such a school could he 
expected to adequately provide 
housing for high school pupils until 
the town reached 20,000 to 21,000 
inhabitants. 

It was the Committee's judge- 
ment in 1958, and so stated at town 
meeting, that when the high school 
population exceeded 1200 it would 
he advisable to adopt the 6-3-3 plan 
of education, having the high school 
house three grades and the junior 
high school house three grades, a 
system favored by any education 
including the Winchester school 
authorities. 

Mr. Speers said at the 1953 town 
meeting that the Building Commit- 
tee then felt that with the reduction 
of the high school to a three-yeur 
school, the housing problem could 
best be served by the construction 
of a new junior high school. 

The committee has now changed 
its thinking somewhat in consider- 
ing a proposal of Superintendent of 
Schools Gilson, who suggests that 
there would be several advantages 
in adding a classroom wing to the 
present centrally located junior 
high school so that such present 
facilities as gymnasium, auditorium 
and cafeteria would not have to he 
du plicated. 

With school population on the in- 
crease the Committee has also been 
considering the possibility of mak- 
ing use of a part of, or an adaption 
of the plan proposed by Architect 
Jerry Foster and Lester Gustin, 
that of closing off Main street at 
Washington street and constructing 
a campus type of secondary school 
center on that area. With the 
construction of a new bypass 
through the Skillings estate one of 
the most serious objections to this 
plan has been eliminated. 

With the plan to construct 150 
homes off Ridge street and the 
possibility of some 35 to 50 homes 
going up on the land recently taken 
over by the town from the City of 
Medford, the Winchester school 
authorities are adding forehead 
furrows daily as they ponder the 
tax-payer reaction to the probabil- 
ity of new school construction with- 
in a very few years.

Words of warning about the youth of the land spoken by 
clergymen, educators, youth workers, physicians and police have in 
most instances fallen on deaf ears, but we believe the loss of the family 
car will strike a responsive chord and have a salutary affect upon 
parental concern with juvenile delinquency. 

When you take away the right to use the car you really hit a 
family where it hurts, for America, for good or for bad, has become a 
nation of motorists.

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OVERHEAD NOTES 


The Board of Selectmen have 
been informed by the Department 
of Public Works that the cost of 
such construction will prevent the 
erection of half-height retaining 
| walls on Swanton street on both 
sides of the new underpass. 

Residents of the district had ask- 
ed the Selectmen to see if such 
walls could not he installed there, 
and the request was passed along to 
the Department of Public Works. 

It was finally decided by the 
State authorities that the cost of 
such walls, said to be $97,000, is 
prohibitive, especially in view of 
the reported $78,000 for slope dam- 
ages. 

Commissioner Volpe, who gave 
the matter sympathetic consider- 
ation, informed the Board that 
rounded curbs might be installed at 
the back of the sidewalks in an 
effort to help as much as possible. 


The Selectmen have signed an 
amended contract with the Boston 
;& Maine which will enable the rail- 
road to keep their freight -yard 
where it has been temporarily 
located at “blueberry hill” near the 
cemetery in the northerly end of 
town. 

The freight yard was moved to 
this location from its pre-overhead 
site on Swanton street and the new 
spot has worked out so well in 
every respect the railroad asked to 
keep* it there instead of returning 
it to Swanton street. The Board 
agreed, feeling the more northerly 
location is best from the town angle 
too. 


The railroad stations to replace 
the present structures at Winches- 
ter and Wedgemere are to be built 
by the railroad instead of the State t 
it having been found that the Com- 
monwealth could not legally build 
them. 

The railroad will he compensated 
by the State for the amount spent 
on the stations and the Board is 
trying to ensure the best appearing 
buildings possible for the amounts 
of money available.

CRACKDOWN ON TEEN AGE 
MOTOR MISUSE CONTINUES 


Attorney General George Fin- 
gold met this week with other top 
State and municipal law enforce- 
ment officers to map out plans for 
the continuation of the erackdown 
on teenagers using autos for gang 
warfare and other improper activ- 
ities. 

The major announcement to *ome 
out of the meeting was a warning 
to parents that they run the risk 
of losing the car registration if, 
while ln»ing used by teenagers, the 
vehicle is involved in anv incident 
endangering the safety of others. 

In tne general discussion cover- 
ing the recent outbreak of teenage 
gang warfare, the following points 
were brought out. 

1. Not every community has been 
plagued by the rash of gang war- 
tare involving automobiles, but the 
group expressed their determin- 
ation not only to prevent its spread 
hut also to stamp it out completely. 

2. In the most recent major in- 
cident, which occurred in Wake- 
field on July 18, very few of those 
involved in the gang fight were 
from that town or its vicinity. Most 
of the youngsters came from .8 dif- 
ferent cities and towns far afield 
from Wakefield. 

3. That in communities where 
the police take a genuine friendly 
interest in youngsters, there have 
been no incidents or organized 
juvenile delinquency. 

4. That in no reported incident of 
juvenile delinquency involving 
motor vehicles has the offender 
been given driver training in school. 

5. Police investigation has shown 
that in many cases the juvenile 
offenders were allowed by their 
parents to leave school to “go to 
work and buy a car.” 

6. That when offenders had par- 
ents who were indifferent to their 
activities, the juveniles adopt and 
evidence a “go to the devil attitude” 
toward police officers. 

At the meeting, Fingold and po- 
lice officials drew up a list of rules 
for parents, which they hope will 
he widely circulated. 

It reads: 

Farents should know: 

1. Where their teenagers are and 
are going at all times. 

2. Whom they are with. 

3. Why they return home at 
three or four o’clock in the morn- 
ing. 

4. What the family car is being 
used for. 

5. How much money is being 
spent — that they did not earn. 

6: Parents can lose the regis- 
tration of the car because of be- 
havior of their teenagers. 

7. That they attend church 
services. 

8. That their teenagers are not 
always right. 

9. What entertainment is good 
for their teenagers. 

10. That parents who are ignor- 
ant of their duty he taught by the 
misconduct of their teenagers what 
they ought to have done.

Veteran (filicei Henry I*. Demp- 
sey of the Winchcstei Police De- 
partment died Friday evening, Aug- 
ust 11), at the Winchester Hospital 
of a heart ailment with which be 
Iliad been afflicted since April. He 
was twice hospitalized, entering 
first on April 28. At that time Ins 
condition was very serious, but be 
improved greatly and after eight 
weeks was able to go to bis home 
at 89 Washington street, East Wo- 
burn. 

For a time lie continued to im- 
prove; but on Monday, August 6, a 
bad turn sent bint once more to the 
hospital, critically ill, and this 
time be failed to rally. 

Officer Dempsey was the son of 
Patrick and Sarah (Melia) Demp- 
sey. He was born in Winchester, 
January 17, 1901), and grew up in 
town, attending the Winchester 
schools and Winchester High 
School. 

For several years be worked 
around the center, for James Gar- 
gas, whose fruit and produce shop 
was where Winton’s Hardware is 
now located, for Richardson’s Mar- 
ket and for the late P. H. Randall, 
then proprietor of Randall’s ice 
cream and candy store on Mt. Ver- 
non street. 

February 9, 1925, he was ap- 
pointed to the Police Department 
for the usual probationary period of 
six months, receiving bis final ap- 
pointment as a permanent officer 
j August 15 of that year. 

• The late William R. McIntosh 
was chief when Officer Dempsey 
entered the department, and the 
latter served under three chiefs, 

I Chief McIntosh, Chief William H. 
j Rogers and the present Chief, 

! Charles J. Harrold. 

During the more than 31 years 
he spent on the force he was for 
the most part on night patrol duty 
on the West Side of Town, first on 
foot and later in a cruising car, the 
exception being a short period of 
traffic duty in the square several 
years ago. 

Officer Dempsey was generally 
popular, not only with bis superior 
and brother officers but with the 
public as well. His sense of humor, 
good nature and real Irish wit often 
softening the rebukes he was called 
upon as a police officer to adminis- 
ter. 

He once detected a Greater 
Boston judge violating a traffic by- 
law in Winchester, summoned him 
into court and got a conviction. 
Many a motorist or other law vio- 
lator came off second best in a bat- 
tle of wits with “Red” as he was 
known everywhere. 

He was a member of the Win- 
chester Police Relief Association, 
and of the Massachusetts Police 
Association. 

On April 9, 1929, Officer Dempsey 
married Alice Lannen of Woburn, 
who survives, with two sons, Henry 
J. Jr., of Los Angeles, Calif., and 
Peter Dempsey of Woburn; four 
sisters, Katherine, Melia. Edna and 
Barbara Dempsey, all of Winches- 
ter; and five brothers, Lt. Detective 
John F. Dempsey of the State Po- 
lice in the Cape Cod area, Stanley, 
of Billerica, a member of the Bos- 
ton & Maine Railroad Police; Wal- 
ter. of Lowell; Edward, of Cam- 
bridge; and Richard Dempsey of 
Stoughton. 

The funeral was held Tuesday 
morning from the lute residence 
with solemn requiem high mass 
celebrated at St. Joseph’s Church in 
East Woburn at 10 o’clock. 

Rev. William J. Gorman, pastor 
of St. Joseph’s, was celebrant with 
Rev. Walter Doyle of St. Agnes 
Church, Reading, deacon; and Rev. 
James Curtin subdeacon. 

A detail of Winchester Police 
beaded by Chief Charles J. Harrold 
and including Lt. Joseph J. Derm, 
Sgts. Edward F. Bowler, John El- 
liott and Irving Reardon, and six- 
teen patrolmen, acted as a guard 
of honor Doth at the Dempsey home 
and at the church.

Winchester teachers will have a 
three day “workshop” period befoie 
school opening this year as Hie re- 
sult of the longer discussion and 
orientation period in effect a year 
ago when the polio scare postponed 
the opening school for some ten 
da vs or so. 

While the schools were <n>cd 
last fall the teachers were in theii 
class-rooms, preparing for the 
opening of school by attending dis- 
cussion periods, conferences with 
the superintendent and principals 
and orientation gatherings. Re- 
sults seemed so beneficial from vhc 
administrative viewpoint and so 
helpful to new teachers that it was 
decided to hold another three-day 
“workshop" period this year, po t 
polling the opening of school from 
the usual Wednesday after Labot 
Day until the following Monday. 

Superintendent Harry Gilson 
told the Star the teachers were not 
unreceptive to the idea in spite of 
the two days extra they will be call- 
ed upon to be in school. The regular 
181 days of school will be in ses- 
sion in addition to the three day 
“workshop.” 

In tiie past Winchester teachers 
have been required to return \o 
school a day early to get their 
books, meet their superintendent 
and principals and generally pre- 
pare for the first day of school. 
School administrators believe a day 
is insufficient preparation for reg- 
ular school sessions, and it had 
been the regular thing to dismiss 
pupils on the first day of school 
after getting their names, assign- 
ing them to rooms and giving out 
school equipment. This year with 
the “workshop” period the first day 
of school Monday, August 10, will 
be a normal school day. 

The first day of the “workshop” 
will he devoted to administrative 
meetings, school principals meet- 
ing with the superintendent and in 
turn meeting with their respective 
teaching staff’s. 

On the second day supervisors, 
directors and department heads will 
meet with their staff's and with 
teachers in the elementary schools. 
On the third day teachers will get 
their programs in working order, 
receive their books and other equip- 
ment and generally make last- 
minute preparation for school- 
opening the following Monday. 

Superintendent Gilson described 
the “workshop” as especially help- 
ful in orienting new teachers to 
the Winchester schools system and 
briefing them on local methods and 
the town generally.

The Park Department has been 
busy getting Manchester Field into 
the best condition it has yet enjoyed 
in advance of the football season 
this fall. The playing surface of 
the field has been reseeded, low 
spots filled and levelled and an in- 
tensive weed-killing campaign has 
given the grass a chance to develop. 
So thick has the grass become as 
a result of the recent care that it 
was necessary to rake the field after 
cutting the grass this week. 

James Violante of the Winches- 
ter Modernizing Company com- 
menced this week the job of con- 
ducting storage space underneath 
the permanent bleachers on the 
easterly side of the football field 
near the entrance to the high school 
gymnasium. This space will he 
used to store bleacher seats and 
sports equipment, and is something 
the high school Athletic Depart- 
ment has wanted badly. 

The press box above the bleach- 
er* has been cleared of the painted 
slogans that disfigured its sides and 
the movie booth atop the box has 
finally been housed in so as to pre- 
vent persons from getting into the 
press-box from the platform above. 

At the southerly end of the field 
near the scoreboard a big old willow 
tree that has long been an eyesore 
there has finally been chopped down 
and the tangle of hushes and shrub- 
bery along the fence, which has 
marred the appearance of that end 
of the field, has been removed. It 
is the Park Department’s plan to 
reseed this area and possibly put 
in small evergreens later in the 
year. Already this part of the 
field has been greatly improved in 
appearance. 

The baseball diamond has come 
in for attention as well as the foot- 
ball areas. The infield has been 
loamed and brought up to grass 
grade, and the areas around the 
pitcher’s box and catcher’s box fill- 
ed and graded. After settling 
through the winter, rolling should 
put the diamond in top shape for 
next spring’s baseball. 

The area in front of the per- 
manent bleachers on the easterly 
side of tl)!. field has been tilled with 
loam and graded, and the tennis 
courts remarked and put in good 
condition. Not since it was con- 
structed has the field appeared to 
such good advantage, and when the 
final work in connection with ihe 
enlarging of the school is finally 
(completed Winchester ought to have 
I an athletic field of which it can he 
] proud.

Winchester's amazing Little League All Stars won their way into 
the Region I Final with a never-say-die 4-3 victory over Gardiner, 
Maine, at Woburn’s Forest Park Wednesday evening, keeping a huge 
crowd tense with excitement that overflowed in a full-throated roar 
from the big Winchester delegation in the stands and around the park 
as Relief Pitcher Jackie Brenner belted a home run in the last of the 
10th inning to decide the issue. 

Both teams were jittery as the mounting pressure commenced to 
take its toll, and without knowing too much about Gardiner’s regular 
game, Winchester’s performance was not its best by quite a hit. The 
local hoys muffed several chances to win in regulation innings, hut win 
they did and that is what counts. 

Gardiner, winner of the series among champions of Maine, New 
Hampshire, Vermont and the Maritime Provinces of Canada, proved 
a worthy representative of its region and especially brought a fine 
pitcher to Winchester in Goggin. 

This hoy deserved a better fate, showing a great curve and real 
change of pace that set down 15 of the hard-hitting Winchesterites 
on strikes.

EDITORIALS 

The recent publicity given teen age motorists emphasizes the 
opinion expressed to the Star not long ago by one whose life has been 
devoted to working with young people. 

This gentleman, a director of Physical Education and highly suc- 
cessful athletic coach, believes that automobiles are had for youth, and 
that no youngster under IS should he licensed to drive a car. The Star 
would go further and make the age limit 21. 

Getting hack to the youngsters. Not only do automobiles make it 
possible for teen-agers to get to the place of their gang activities, hut 
they also help them to get away afterward much more easily than would 
he the case without such transportation. Motor cars are in themselves 
lethal instruments in the hands of dare-devil youth, just as dangerous 
to the hoys and girls who ride them as to those who encounter them on 
the road. 

It was not entirely for these reasons, however, that the gentleman 
whose opinion we quoted believes automobile driving by youngsters 
under IS should be forbidden. He, like others in his profession, is con- 
cerned with the physical deterioration of our hoys and girls, a deterior- 
ation which greatly disturbed President Eisenhower when it was re- 
cently brought to his attention. 

The habitual riding in automobiles robs youth of one of its best 
forms of exercise, walking. The driving of kiddies and young people to 
school and everywhere else is a mistaken kindness which health authori- 
ties believe may lead to weak hearts, diabetes and other physical ills. 

Children of foreign countries easily outstrip our American youth in 
standard physical fitness tests. They have to depend on their legs and 
bikes to get them around and they have the benefit of strenuous play 
to harden them physically instead of recreation by TV and radio. Their 
lack of what we give our children as a matter of course is making 
foreign-born children better physical specimens than our American 
youngsters. There are plenty of statistics to support this contention, 
strange as it may sound in view of our better nutrition, medical care 
and superior living conditions. 

So with all our vaccination, polio shots and fluoridated water our 
youngsters do not stand up physically against those of foreign lands, 
at least on the basis of tests that have been made. 

One of the big contributing factors to this lack of physical fitness 
is probably the automobile. There can be no question about its con- 
tribution to juvenile deliquency! 


Winchester's Manchester Field has been greatly improved during 
the summer and is commencing to look like the field it was intended to 
be. The Park Department has done a commendable job on the surface 
and surroundings of the field, and with this in view it is too bad that 
a few* thoughtless people are tending to undo all their efforts. 

For the most part the trouble is with automobilists who persist in 
driving their cars onto the playing surface of the field or around the 
running track, and with youthful bicyclists who, especially, find the 
track an inviting place for racing or just riding. The casual observer 
might well believe neither an automobile nor a bike could do much 
damage to a running track. Such is however not the case. 

The treads of tires rip up the top surface of a track and tend to 
make it uneven. Bikes do the same in much lesser degree, but they 
mark the track and over a period of time can harm it appreciably. 
It’s an expensive job to resurface a track! 

No one needs to have pointed out the damage that driving a car 
on its surface does to sod. New grass especially is torn up by the 
tires and noticeable ruts are made in the relatively soft surface. 

The Park Commissioners who care for the field are concerned about 
t he increasing number of automobiles being driven on the playing area 
and are considering means of stopping the practice. The same is true 
of bicycles, which are forbidden to be taken on the field at all. 

Many of those who drive on the field do so thoughtlessly, just as 
an occasional enthusiast knocks a golf ball around the surface to the 
great detriment of the turf. The Park Commissioners want the field 
to be used, but used for what it w as intended. They are asking motor- 
ists and bicyclists to keep ofT the playing surface of the tield and the 
track, not to interfere with their pleasure, but to keep the field in top 
shape for athletics and physical education. 

The Commissioners do not want to get “tough" about the whole 
business, hut they may have to. They, and all thinking persons, espe- 
cially the taxpayers, do not want to see a $100,000 town investment 
damaged by a few thoughtless persons who put their personal con- 
venience or desire ahead of the public good.

SERVICE ROADS TO AID TRADE 

The Massachusetts House of 
Representatives last week struck a 
blow for free enterprise and paved 
the way for the state to participate 
in the new federal highway con- 
struction program, with the pass- 
age of a measure authorizing the 
Department of Public Works to 
construct service roads parallel to 
the state’s growing network of 
limited access highways. 

The new bill, introduced by 
Representative Joseph D. Ward of 
Fitchburg, will permit the building 
of gas stations, restaurants and 
other facilities on private property 
directly adjacent to the express- 
ways, and will prevent the state 
from leasing state-owned property 
along the right-of-way for this pur- 
pose. 

Under present policy, the state 
has been leasing right-of-way 
property to service companies on a 
bid basis, with the result that large 
oil and restaurant chains have had 
virtual monopoly in providing 
facilities for the millions of motor- 
ists who annually travel the state’s 
busy highways. 

The new measure enables the 
state to construct service roads just 
off the highways, with access roads 
permitting the motorists to leave 
and return to the expressway for 
service without interrupting the 
flow of traffic. 

The new measure is now before 
the Senate Ways and Means Com- 
mittee. According to Rep. Ward it 
aids the motorist by permitting him 
freedom of choice of brand he has 
come to demand and expect; pre- 
vents the state from competing 
with private enterprise; maintains 
the safety features of modern ex- 
pressways and enables the inde- 
pendent businessman to compete 
for a share of the highway trade.

TOMATOES 


SENATE APPROVES 
ARCHIVES BUILDING 


Senate President Richard I. Fur- 
bush has won Senate approval of a 
$1,000,000 bond issue for the con- 
struction of a State Archives Build- 
ing for the proper housing of some 
$10,000,000 worth of priceless his- 
toric documents now stored under 
“deplorable” conditions at the State 
House. 

The archives building proposed 
by Furbush, Republican candidate 
for Secretary of State, would be an 
underground structure adjacent to 
the State House. Air conditioning, 
proper tire protection, adequate 
drainage facilities, and modern 
storage methods would all be in- 
corporated to preserve precious 
documents which are spoken of in 
every American history textbook. 

Stored at present in a dark fourth 
floor corner of the State House are 
such priceless documents as Indian 
treaties, records of early trading, 
the infamous witchcraft trials, 
papers concerning the notorious 
pirate Captain Kidd and his con- 
temporaries in crime and all of the 
beginnings of the American Rev- 
olution. 

Through the action of Senator 
Furbush and upon acceptance of 
the proposal by the House of Re- 
presentatives, there will he no need, 
as has been suggested, to sell these 
treasures at public auction in order 
to assure at least private-owner- 
ship preservation. 

DUMP, BRUSH FLAME AGAIN

for picking in the home garden. 
The tomato is a most adaptable and 
valuable vegetable. It can be 
trained to stakes in the home gar- 
den, and it makes very efficient use 
of space. Commercially, it is a 
good producer and is in ready de- 
mand. As a food it is host known 
as a source of Vitamin C and 
Vitamin A, but it also adds to the 
palatability and attractiveness of 
the meal. It is a standard com- 
ponent of salads for hot weather. 

Tomatoes are generally of two 
different types as grown in ibis 
area. Commercially, the trellis 
varieties are most widely planted. 
The trellis is considered the best- 
adapted way of culture for large 
plantings of the vegetable. It 
makes operations such as cultivat- 
ing, pest control and picking much 
easier. It promotes high yields of 
high-grade tomatoes. The trellis 
varieties are bred specifically for 
the purpose. Cracking is one of 
the draw-backs of growing toma- 
toes on trellises, and much work is 
being concentrated on varieties that 
are resistant to cracking. Trellis 
tomatoes are very firm and handle 
well on the market. This is a desir- 
able trait in the operations neces- 
sary to getting the product to the 
consumer by way of the retail store. 

Roadside stands and at-t lie-farm 
sales still also feature trellis toma- 
toes, but in recent years some 
farmers are reverting to former 
times and planting some of the 
varieties that grow a little larger 
and have a little richer flavor even 
though they are softer in handling. 
Fireball, Valiant, Stokesdale, More- 
ton Hybrid, and Valiant are newer 
varieties that are being grown. 
Several are growing such varieties 
flat. Some are planting such estab- 
lished older varieties as Rutgers. 

In the home garden, Rutgers, 
Stokesdale, Big Boy, Moreton 
Hybrid, Pritchard and many other 
varieties are being used. They 
may be either staked or flat. It 
would seem, however, to he most 
practical to stake tomatoes in the 
home grounds. Staking conserves 
space and has many of the advan- 
tages of the trellis as previously 
noted. 

There is no more desirable veg- 
etable than the tomato from a nu- 
trition and all-around attractive- 
ness standpoint. Tomatoes will be 
at their best until frost and should 
be enjoyed by all.

LIVING WITH YOUR HEART 

HV MASS Arm SKITS IISAKT 
ASSOCIATION 


The human heart, a great doctor 
once wrote, is “the last frontier in 
surgery.” 

There could he no more dramatic 
proof that this is no longer u*u«» 
than the conquest of mitral sten- 
osis, an ailment for which little 
could be done as recently as seven 
years ago. 

Today correction of mitral sten- 
osis has become a common oper- 
ation, and many hundreds of lives 
have been saved through the skill 
and daring of pioneering surgeons. 

The left side of your heart, divid- 
ed into an upper and lower chamber 
connected by a mitral valve, is de- 
voted to the movement of oxygen- 
ated blood from the lungs io the 
rest of the body. The mitral valve 

so called because it has leaves 
shaped like a bishop’s miter — con- 
trols the flow of blood from the up- 
per (auricular) to the lower (ven- 
tricular) chamber. 

When the mitral passage is con- 
stricted to one-quarter, or even less, 
of its normal size, the obvious thing 
happens: just as when the nozzle >f 
a garden hose is shut down nearly 
to closing, tremendous pressure 
builds up behind it. This places 
great strain on the heart, starves 
the body for fresh blood and often 
leads to early death through clots 
in the brain, or heart failure. 

Surgery was the onb' answer to 
the problem: to wider, the mitral 
passage so blood could flow normal- 
ly. But the heart must keep blood 
moving to the body, and operating 
on a heating, living heart was an 
impossibility for many years. 

In 1949, however, three Philadel- 
phia physicians opened a ihin sec- 
tion of the upper chamber and, 
using a tiny knifeblade attached uO 
a gloved finger, successfully widen- 
ed a mitral valve. The operation 
was refined in Boston; today the 
simple pressure of the gloved finger 
is sufficient to poke an adequate 
opening through the mitral area. 
Now it is possible even to sew daps 
of living tissue to under-sized 
mitral valves so they will close 
effectively without leakage. 

The major reason that heart sur- 
gery is so much safer today lies : : n 
creating conditions under which the 
surgeon can work effectively. By 
lowering the body temperature to 
cut the oxygen need, through the 
use of artificial hearts outside the 
body to create a bloodless field — 
and more recently by stopping and 
re-starting the heart (which is still 
in the experimental stage), medical 
science has crossed that last front-

The victory, revenge for the extra-inning defeat handed Winchester 
by Auburn in the consolation round of last year’s tournament, sent the 
locals into the semi-final round yesterday with Delaware Township, 
N. J.; Colzon, Calif; and Roswell, N. M. Winchester played Roswell 
at 4 o’clock. 


Gay, converted first baseman, had 
a great day at the plate, batting in 
five runs with a home run, double 
and single. Bellino held Auburn 
to a single hit, fanned seven and 
gave up only two bases on halls, 
permitting no Auburn player to ad- 
vance beyond second base. 

For “Mikie” the victory was es- 
pecially sweet, for he it was as a 
reserve pitcher in last year’s con- 
solation game with Auburn who 
gave up the winning run. Wed- 
nesday he was seldom in trouble, 
mixing his blazing fast ball with 
an effective curve and showing good 
control. 

The single hit off him was by 
Auburn’s starting pitcher. Frank 
Salter. It came in the fourth and 
was of the hard clean variety 
that easily took Official Scorer Bob 
Varey of the Woburn Times off the 
hook.

We chanced to drive around by Winchester Station on the post 
office side of the tracks last week end, and we liked what we saw there. 
That layout isn’t going to be the eyesore so many of us, the editor in- 
cluded, envisaged! 


If you want a heartwarming experience read the story elsewhere 
in this issue about the adoption of a young Korean hoy by Ed and Louise 
Barker. You will get plenty of ammunition to lire at those increas- 
ingly prevalent Jeremiahs who never tire of claiming that the world 
is going to the damnation bow-wows! 


“Don’t give ’em hell; give ’em leadership!” Whether or not these 
words spoken by Governor Lnnglic of Oregon in his keynote speech at 
the opening of the Republican Convention in San Francisco Cow Palace 
Monday evening become the campaign slogan of the GOP in the weeks 
ahead is immaterial. They said, as the saying goes, a mouthful! 

Give ’em leadership! That’s the stuff! Look how far our Little 
Leaguers have gone on the sort of leadership they have had from “Art” 
Johns, Gordon IVckham and “Ken” Hall. Look at the records made 
by our high school teams last season under the leadership of Coaches 
Know lton, Phillips and Provinzano; an undefeated football season, Mid- 
dlesex League championships in basketball and baseball and an unbeaten 
dual meet season in track. 

Think back through history, especially to the battlefield and recall 
the forlorn hopes turned into glorious victories by outstanding leader- 
ship. Who are the teachers you remember. The ones who let you get 
away with murder? Not a bit of it! The ones you like to think about 
arc the dedicated men and women who led you into the path of learning 
and kept you there by the inspiration of their leadership. 

What of the clergy? Is it the “give ’em hell” type of preacher who 
blasts his congregations with oratorical barbs who makes the lasting 
converts, or the quiet-spoken gentleman who lives his religion himself 
and by the example he sets leads, not drives, his flock into the Christian 
concept of life.

The Republicans can 
well build their campaign around these ringing words. Who can say 
they are not the real answer!

River. 

The company’s principal product is Flat-Tex Wire Belt, a woven 
wire conveyor belting of unique construction which suits it for use in a 
wide range of continuous-process industries such as the bakery, confec- 
tionery, textile, tanning, and frozen- foods industries. 

President of the company is Fred \V. Greer of Fincoln, while two 
Winchester men, Don S. Greer and Philip P. Wadsworth, are vice pres- 
ident and treasurer respectively. These gentlemen are also chairman of 
the board, president, and vice-president-treasurer of the J. W. Greer 
Company. 

The general manager, whose offices will he in the new building, is 
Earle F. Spencer, Jr., also of Winchester.

SAFETY PRECAUTIONS 

The following safety |*i ('cautions 
and safety measures may he helpful 
when warnings of an approaching 
hurricane have been issued. 

1. Keep your radio or television 
on and listen for latest Weather 
Bureau warnings and advisories. 
If power fails, use your -hi radio. 

2. Pay no attention to rumors. 

3. Get away from low-lying 
beaches or other locations which 
may be swept by high tides or 
storm waves. If passage to high 
ground is over a road likely to he 
under water, leave early. ‘ Don’t 
run the risk of being marooned. 

4. If your house is out of danger 
from high tides and is well built 
then it is nrohahly the host place u> 
weather the storm. 

5. Be alert for high water in 
areas where streams or rivers may 
Hood after heavy rains. 

(5. Board up, put on storm shut- 
ters, tape or otherwise protect win- 
dows. Danger to small windows is 
mainly from flying debris while 
larger windows may he broken by 
wind pressure if not protected. 

7. (iet in extra food, especially 
things which can be eaten without 
cooking or with very little prepar- 
ation. Remember that electric 
power may he off and you may be 
without refrigeration. 

8. If emergency cooking facilities 
are necessary, be sure they are in 
working order. 

D. Sterilize the bathtub, jugs, bot- 
tles, cooking utensils, and fill with 
drinking water, as city water serv- 
ice may he interrupted. 

10. Have flashlights and or other 
emergency lights in working con- 
dition and keep them handy. 

11. Be sure to have gasoline in 
your car. If electric power is off, 
filling stations may not be able to 
operate pumps for several days. 

12. Check on everything that 
might blow away or he torn loose. 
Garbage cans, garden tools, toys, 
signs, porch furniture, awnings, 
and other objects become weapons 
of destruction in hurricane winds. 
Store them all inside if possible. 

13. Be sure that a window or door 
can be opened on the lee side of the 
house . . . the side opposite the one 
facing the wind. 

14. If the center or “eye” of the 
storm passes directly over, there 
will he a lull in the wind lasting 
from a few minutes to half an hour 
or more. Stay in a safe place. 
Make emergency repairs during the 
lull if necessary, but remember the 
wind will return suddenly from the 
opposite direction, frequently with 
even greater violence. 

15. Be calm. Your ability to 
Robena meet emergencies will inspire and 

help others. 


Safety Measures 

After passage of the hurricane, 
the following safety measures will 
prove valuable: 

1. Seek medical care at Red 
Cross disaster stations or hospitals 
for persons injured during vhe 
storm. 

2. Don’t touch loose or dangling 
wires. Report such damage to the 
light and power company, or neat- 
est police officer. 

3. Report broken sewer or water 
mains to the water department. 

4. Guard against spoiled food in 
mechanical refrigerators if power 
has been off any length of lime. 

5. Unless you are qualified to 
render valuable emergency assis- 
tance, stay away from disaster 
areas where you may hamper first 
aid or rescue work. 

fi. Drive automobiles cautiously. 
Debris-filled streets are dangerous, 
so keep your eyes on the road. 
Along the coast soil may be washed 
from beneath the pavement, which 
may collapse under the weight of 
vehicles. 

7. Be alert to prevent fires. Low- 
ered water pressure makes fire- 
fighting difficult after storms. 

8. Take down shutters and save 
the lumber. Store in a bandy place 
for future use.

FOOTBALL TEAM HARD AT IT 


The Bartlett School. 34 Bartlett 
avenue, Arlington, will reopen for 
the twenty— fourth season on Mon- 
day. September 10.

Norine D. Casey, founder, opened 
the school in 1933. She is a grad- 
uate of Boston Teachers’ College 
with 31 years of teaching experi- 
ence.

BACK TO SCHOOL. 1956 

The Massachusetts Highway 
Safety Committee today issued an 
urgent appeal to all parents and 
j guardians to assume their full sup- 
pervision over their school-age •hil- 
dren and to cooperate with educat- 
ors, police, Registry inspectors, 
motorists and pedestrians, all <>f 
whom are asked to continue every 
possible endeavor toward the safety 
of youngsters using our streets and 
highways going to and from class- 
rooms. 

His Excellency, Governor Chris- 
i tian A. Hector, Honorary Chair- 
man, and Registrar Rudolph F. 
King, Chairman, speaking for the 
Massachusetts Highway Safety 
Committee, call attention to the 
openings of schools this week and 
next. They point out the need for 
immediate participation of all 
citizens in the program to provide 
safety for the more than 900,001) 
school-age hoys and girls who this 
year will be joined by about 135,- 
000 “first-timers.” These “new- 
comers” will feel the strangeness 
of their new adventure and the need 
of parental encouragement and 
supervision. 

As in all similar appeals, on the 
motorist is placed the greatest bur- 
den of responsibility because he is 
the operator of a machine capable 
of inflicting serious harm. As 
further evidence of the need for un- 
usual precaution by motorists, 
Massachusetts now has an addi- 
tional 80,000 more registered ve- 
hicles and 96,000 more licensed 
operators already operating in ex- 
cess of thirteen million (13,000,000) 
more miles each week than a year 
ago. By themselves, these facts 
constitute a serious threat not only 
to the safety of children hut to the 
general public. 

The Governor, the Registrar, and 
all members of the Massachusetts 
Highway Safety Committee, be- 
lieve that every Massachusetts 
child of school age has a right to 
expect protection and security from 
their elders. 

“Extreme caution” on highways 
in the vicinity of school buildings 
must be the permanent watchwords 
of all motorists.

FRUIT TREES 

IN THE HOME GROUNDS 


This time of year emphasizes n 
point we have raised before regard- 
ing the place of tree fruits in the 
home grounds. 

It would be very worthwhile for 
the home owner to check his apple 
tree or trees for pests and pest 
damage. Of very common occur- 
ence now in trees that have not 
been well cared for are apple mag 
got flies and fruit infested by the 
pest. The fly is smaller than a 
house fly, has a reddish head and is 
black with white stripes on the ab- 
domen. The flies are easily seen on 
the apples in partial sun and usual- 
ly in the lower portions of the tree. 
These flies have very considerable 
longevity so that they can fly front 
tree to tree and infest trees that 
have had a good, normally-early 
spray program. Thus, it is possible 
for the most thorough operator to 
have his trees infested from trees 
neglected by his neighbor. 

Foliage damage by apple scab 
and by leaf-chewing insects catches 
up with those who do not spray 
apple trees. After a summer of all 
kinds of weather, they may have 
become dilapidated and ugly indeed. 

It takes good equipment and 
much effort and expense to have 
large apple trees in the home 
grounds There are some who like 
to do this, hut there are others who 
find it far too expensive and de- 
manding. There is very little 
choice. One can enjoy the cared- 
for tree the year round and not just 
at blossoming time. Uncared for, 
the apple tree does not help the 
beauty of the home grounds for the 
growing season. It should be cared 
for or removed in favor of other 
trees that are easier to handle 
properly. 

If one does feel that he should 
I grow tree fruits, dwarf trees are 
definitely to he preferred. Also, 
the small fruits are very practical 
if one has sufficient space on which 
to grow them.

A YOUTHS' GOODWILL TOUR 
FOR PEACE 


The Girl Scouts of Troop 1 un- 
der the leadership of Mrs. Waldon 
B. Horsey of 29 Woodside road are 
now prepared to present the follow- 
ing tentative program for their 
European Goodwill Tour for the 
summer of 1957. A most unique 
trip in its arrangement, it is based 
on the needs of teen-age educational 
and International travel, for youth 
not yet versed in the knowledge of 
the arts but who crave adventure, 
fleeting knowledge of many coun- 
tries and above all social contacts. 
Wherever possible, lodgings will be 
at youth centers in preference to 
hotels; large cities, such as London 
and Paris, will be given birds’ eye 
views; and Girl Guide groups will 
be contacted in as many countries 
as possible. For variety, the travel- 
ing, including airplane, day train, 
night train, boat train, river boat, 
steamer, bus, bicycle, will be broken 
up by three stop-overs — three days 
in Winchester, England with a pen 
pal youth group; one week in the 
little Tyrolese Town of Mayrhofen, 
Austria, the gathering place of 
hundreds of youth attending the in- 
ternational summer session of the 
University of Innsbruck; and two 
weeks of French study and social 
life at Caen in Normandy with 
youth from all over the world at the 
summer session of the University 
of Caen, the University founded in 
1432 by King Henry VI of England. 

They will fly from New York to 
London, go immediately to Win- 
chester, one of the oldest towns and 
once the capital of England and 
home of King Arthur’s Round 
Table. Then by overnight rail to 
Edinburgh, Scotland, where they 
will explore the grand old castle 
towering over the quaint Scottish 
town with its inviting shops along 
Princess street. After an excursion 
up into the Trossachs they will go 
by rail to the Lake District in 
Northwest England where they will 
rent bicycles to ride leisurely 
through this lovely country, stop- 
ping overnight at a youth hostel, 
we hope at friendly Keswick with 
its genial host. Then they are off 
by bus or rail back down to Strat- 
ford-on-Avon to attend that inspir- 
ing Shakespearian Theatre and 
absorb the nostalgic atmosphere of 
that town, and a trip to Warwick 
and Kenilworth with their famous 
castles. 

Then off they go for a day in 
London to be followed by an over- 
night boat train trip across the 
English Channel to Amsterdam in 
Holland. Then up the Rhine River 
by bus to Cologne where they em- 
bark upon a riverboat to continue 
on up the river into the castle 
country to stop overnight at Wies- 
baden. In the morning they con- 
tinue on up the Rhine by bus to 
Heidleberg, home of the “Student 
Prince” and the famous castle, and 
across country to Rotherburg, the 
“perfectly preserved medieval city, 
where time stopped centuries ago, 
everywhere towers, thick gates and 
sentry walks and treasures dating 
from the Middle Ages,” and on to 
Munich through a landscape stud- 
ded with ouaint wide-eaved farm 
houses ana story-book villages — 
Munich, the gateway to the Bav- 
arian Alps. 

Into these Alps they go to settle 
down for a week in the fairy tale 
Tyrolese Alpine village of Mayr- 
hofen to enjoy with youth from 
many nations the common advan- 
tages of chamber music and folk 
singing or sports, mountain climb- 
ing, hiking, swimming in a pool fed 
by mountain streams, tennis, danc- 
ing and folk dancing, and films and 
thrill to the folk clog dunces of the 
Schuhplattler based on every con-

From Caen they travel to the 
coastal town of St. Malo, take the 
steamer to the Isle of Wight where 
they will visit Carisbrook Castle 
popularized by the novel “Moon- 
fleet.” Then to Southampton, Lon- 
don and — America. 

We cannot emphasize too much 
that this is not an ordinary sight- 
seeing tour but rather, we hope, the 
beginning of a “Youths’ Good-will 
Tour for Peace” where young 
Americans not yet poisoned by 
prejudice mingle with youth from 
many nations in common study and 
social life while they laugh and sing 
and exchange ideas.

MAJOR JOSEPH C. FORTE 
RETURNS FROM AUT 


Mr. Joseph C. Forte, Principal of 
the Mystic School, has just return- 
ed from two and a half weeks of 
Annual Unit Training at Fort Doy- 
ens, Massachusetts. A Major in 
the Army Reserves, Mr. Forte is 
the Adjutant of the 305th Civil 
Affairs Military Government 
Group, the only Ready Reserve Mil- 
itary Government Group of its kind 
in the New England States.

ment. (A total of approximately 
500 troops.) 

Major Forte, in his capacity as 
Adjutant, is responsible to the 
Commander for tne planning and 
coordination of those functions per- 
taining to — the management of per- 
sonnel as individuals, both civilian 
and military; manpower control; 
personnel records and reports, re- 
placements for the command; dis- 
cipline; law and order; prisoners of 
war; graves registration activities; 
morale and personnel services; per- 
sonnel procedures; the internal or- 
ganization of the headquarters and 
its administrative functioning; .and 
many miscellaneous functions as- 
signed by the Commander. 

The 305th Civil Affairs Military 
Government Group is the Unit 
which received national recognition 
last year when it conducted the first 
top-secret mobilization in the Na- 
tion for an Organized Reserve Unit. 
Its accomplishments were recorded 
in the Congressional Record by the 
Honorable John W. McCormack of 
Massachusetts.

“Many well-meaning citizens ” 
stated Dr. Hansen, “are likelv to 
lose sight of the fact that these un- 
fortunate creatures, left behind to 
forage for themselves, will ultim- 
ately starve or become diseased as 
a result of such unkind and incon- 
siderate treatment. We, therefore, 
cannot stress too strongly the im- 
portance of vacationists taking 
their pets with them when return- 
ing to the city, thereby eliminating 
untold suffering to the animal 
world.” 

As has been the Society’s custom 
for many years, placards have been 
posted at various resorts through- 
out the Commonwealth, warning 
against abandoning animals by 
summer residents returning to their 
homes. Furthermore, a reward of 
twenty dollars is offered by the So- 
ciety for the conviction of anyone 
guilty of such cruelty.

At 
first the business was conducted on 
a site which is now the athletic 
field. That was sold in 1894 to the

Because of the largo number of 
dogs and the increasing number of 
densely populated areas, dog con- 
trol is an urgent and many-sided 
problem.

It is little enough to expect in 
return for this the proper care and 
training that will make the pet an 
obedient and well adjusted animal. 

Man’s best friend can be every- 
one’s best friends if given the right 
chance. 

Many dog owners seem to believe 
that t lie license they buy for their 
pets absolves them of any further 
responsibility to the dog or to the 
community in which they live. This 
is not the fact. 

Until the dog owner faces up to 
his responsibilities the problems of 
disease, safety and ordinary nuis- 
ance will continue to vex towns- 
people. 

And it will not he the dogs who 
are to blame.

BROWNE RECEIVES PATENT 


Theodore C. Browne of 37 Calu- 
met road was the co-roclpient on 
August 28, 1956, of U. aS. patent 
No. 2,760,567, entitled "Flexible 
Doors.” 

This invention pertains to im- 
provements in self-closing doors 
such as are used in industrial es- 
tablishments. Such a door r wings 
in both directions; and it opens 
upon impact by a lift truck or the 
like and then closes automatically 
after the* truck has passed through. 
Thus, continuous passage of the 
Iruek is permitted, with no delay 
or stopping. 

This novel door of Mr. Browne j 
and his associates is of inflated 
construction. It consists essential- 
ly of two webs of strong fabric, 
such as is woven on a plush or car- 
pet loom, that are joined together 
at. their ends to form inflatable eas- 
ing or unit. These webs are rein- 
forced and made air tight by a 
beet of canvas and an outer layer 
of abrasion-resistant rubber; and 
they are held in the desired paral- 
lel relationship at their intermodi- 1 
ate portions by means of special 
fabric loops. At one end, the two 
sides of the casing converge to 
form an elongated section by which 
the door is supported along its 
whole margin by a clamping mem- 
ber having a pair of adjustable pro- 
jecting nose sections.

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Upon the impact of a lift truck 
or the like, the door swings open 
nnd bends about one of the project- 
ing nose sections of the clamping 
element.

It i< held accurately 
in its closed setting nnd it re- 
ponds in n lively manm r under a 
blow and absorbs heavy impacts 
without ripping or tearing. Fur- 
thermore, the speed at which it 
closes may he adjusted; and the 


force needed to open it may he var- 
ied.

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STORM WARNINGS 


Violent windstorms each year 
cause untold damage and los ; of 
lift* which often can he avoided if 
a lew precautions are taken. Here 
is how to protect yourself, your 
family, your property. 

Tornadoes 

Tornadoes, most destructive of 
all storms, may appear with Little 
warning. Fast action is necessary 
to escape their fury. 

Safest place to he during a tor- 
nado is underground in a storm 
cellar. Next best is within a re- 
inforced concrete or steel-framed 
building, near an inside wall away 
from all windows. 

At home, if no storm cellar is 
near, a corner of the basement near- 
eat the approaching tornado is 
safest, particularly in wood frame 
houses. If in a basementless house, 
seek shelter elsewhere — even an 
open ditch offers some protection. 

Avoid auditoriums, gymnasiums, 
other buildings having large area 
roofs relatively lightly anchored. 
They may collapse. 

In open country move at right 
angles to the tornado’s path. Most 
tornadoes travel at 25 to 40 miles 
an hour. A person in an automobile 
can usually outrun one. If there is 
no time to escape, lie flat in the 
nearest ditch, ravine, or other de- 
pression. Don’t stay in an auto- 
mobile which may be rolled over 
and crushed. 

Hurricanes 

Hrricanes affect much larger 
areas than tornadoes, but their 
winds are not as strong. Adequate 
warning of their approach is usual- 
ly available so that precautions can 
be taken to prevent injuries and 
damage. Measures which minimize 
hurricane damage are equally val- 
uable in other windstorms of lesser, 
but none-the-less destructive, mag- 
gnitude. The National Hoard of 


Fire Underwriters suggests the fol- 
lowing precautions: 

Hcfore A Storm 

before a storm, tune to radio and 
television broadcasts of latest 
Weather bureau information. In 
case of power failure, a battery 
powered radio will *nme in handy. 

Go inland. Get away from 
beaches and the low waterfront 
which may he swept by storm 
waves. Hurricanes bring abnor- 
mally high tides, high waves. 

If your passage to safety is over 
a road likely to he under water, 
leave early. Otherwise you may be 
trapped by high winds and rising 
waters preceding the arrival of the 
storm center by several hours. 
Travel at the height of the storm is 
exceedingly dangerous. 

If your house is out of danger of 
waves and is substantially built- 
anchored to strong foundations and 
with its roof securely fastened — it’s 
possibly the best place for you to 
stay. 

Put lose material and movable 
objects such as garbage cans and 

{ ioreh furniture where they cannot 
>e blown against the building or 
through a window. Movable awn- 
ings should he raised and securely 
tied or removed entirely. 

Keep trees pruned away from 
your home. Dead branches, over- 
hanging branches, and those which 
may sway against windows or roof 
are the most likely to cause dam- 
age. 

In seriously threatened areas 
hoard up windows or put storm 
shutters in place, at least on the 
sides exposesd to the most violent 
winds. Shutters should be securely 
fastened several hours in advance 
of the expected arrival of the 
storm. They are difficult to handle 
in a high wind. 

Use good lumber and attach it 
firmly to the building. Makeshift 
hoarding or insecure shutters often

Garage doors and others having 
large exposed areas must lie secur- 
ed particular^ well. 

Sterilize and fill jugs, bottles or 
cooking utensils with fresh water. 
The water supply may fail. \ mb 
filled with water may he useful, too. 

One or more windows can he kept 
onen on the lee side the side »p- 
posite that from which the wind is 
coming to provide some ventil- 
ation and. under certain conditions, 
to prevent wind damage. 

If wind or flying objects make an 
opening on the windward side «»f 
the building, wind pressure will 
build up withing the building. Hay- 
ing an opening on the lee side will 
allow this pressure to escape, mini- 
mizing the interior forces tending 
to lift the roof or push out the 
walls. 

Only small openings are advis- 
able as long as the windward side 
remains intact. Hut as soon as 
window’s are broken additional 
openings should he provided on the 
lee side to help equalize the pres- 
sure. 

Have a flashlight in good work- 
ing condition readily available. Be 
careful of Are. If oil lamps or can- 
dles must be used for emergency 
lighting, use them carefully. In an 
emergency a bucket of sand can be 
used to absorb spilled fuel or to 
smother a small oil fire, better 
still would be a fire extinguisher of 
a type approved for use on flam- 
mable liquids, be sure it is in good 
condition and you know how to use 
it. 

Have extra food on hand, food 
than can he eaten with little or no 
cooking. Remember electric power 
failure may leave you without re- 
frigeration. 

Emergency cooking facilities 
should he in safeworking condition. 
He particularly careful with appli- 
ances in questionable condition be- 
cause of long disuse. They may 
cause a fire. 

After A Storm 

After a storm, don’t hinder first 
aid and rescue work. Unless quali- 
fied to render valuable emergency 
assistance, stay away from disaster 
areas. 

If you must drive immediately 
after a storm, drive carefully. 
Watch for fallen wires and tree 
branches. In coastal areas or near 
swollen streams, beware of wash- 
outs and undermined pavement. 

Don’t touch dangling or loose 
power lines or electric wires. In a 
storm the live power lines may be- 
come entangled with metal fences, 
telephone and other wires. Contact, 
in some cases, would he fatal. 

Even after water service is re- 
stored, it may be wise to boil or 
sterilize drinking water until other- 
wise advised by your local health 
department. 

be careful of fire at all times. 
Damaged communications may re- 
sult in a delayed fire alarm; debris- 
obstructed streets can slow res- 
ponse of fire apparatus and low 
water pressure can make fire fight- 
ing difficult.

The first of the 34 new Budd 
Iiighliners on order for the boston 
and Maine Railroad are now start- 
ing to arrive at the Boston Term- 
inal of the road. 

When these new cars are all de- 
livered and in service, 1,408 trains 
a week will be operated with this 
deluxe air-conditioned equipment 
and 95 coaches and 7 combines of 
the older conventional types will be 
retired. 

With the arrival of Jie new ears, 
the boston and Maine will have a 
fleet of 101 of the Budd ears, Jie 
largest fleet in the world. The 
budds will completely dieselize the 
railroad and a large part of Jie 
commuter service will be operated 
with this new equipment. 

The new cars carry solid plastic 
interiors and many of the latest 
features, including the new boston 
and Maine insignia on the white 
background on the front end which 
will greatly increase the approach 
visibility of the trains using Jie 
new cars.

EDITORIAL 

This past week, as we have learned from various articles and post- 
ers, was national Civil Defense Week, and in observance of this week 
the Winchester Civil Defense Department will hold an exhibit on the 
Common tonight at 7 p. m. 

For the average citizen of Winchester, this special week will bring 
civil defense to his attention, and then it will probably fade into the 
background again, forgotten in the stress of everyday living. 

But for the Civil Defense worker, this special week is just one of the 
fifty-two every year during which he is constantly alert and on call 
to protect the lives and property of his fellow citizens. 

Few of us realize that in Winchester a group of men and women, 
made up of the heads of all the town departments and 14 private citizens, 
meet every other Wednesday night to discuss both local and state civil 
defense problems and to act upon them. The only one of this group 
who receives any remuneration for her services is the secretary, who 
works full time. 

To the question of “What does the civil defense do?“ the answer is 
that they are always there, ready and able to help in time of emergency. 
And emergency does not mean just enemy attack, which many of us feel 
could never happen here. It means fire, flood, epidemic, or any other 
kind of disaster. Like the fireman, the civil defense worker is never 
thought about until he is needed, and then it is his job to be as close 
as the nearest phone. A call to the police station will bring him into 
action. 

The Civil Defense Department also provides training courses in 
first aid and emergency work which are open to any citizen, and it 
would be wise for all of us to take advantage of these courses, and to 
support the Civil Defense every week of the year, for they are only the 
core of an organization that must, if it is to be completely successful, 
include every citizen of a community. 

Civil Defense is a job for everybody; it is our job.

When the pool lights were 
turned off, the lights made an in- 
teresting and attractive pattern in 
the water. The girls swam through 
a fog like mist formed over the top 
of the water by several pieces of 
dry ice which had been dropped in 
the trough around the edge of the 
pool. 

Eight girls formed the next 
group of synchronized swimmers, 
dressed in blue suits and caps dec- 
orated with gold and diamond 
sparkles.. Both synchronized num- 
bers were done to music, and the 
girls deserve much credit for some 
beautiful swimming, especially con- 
sidering that rehearsals could be 
held only frequently and at odd 
times.

SCHOOL DEPARTMENT HELD 
OPENING MEETINGS 


Members of the Winchester 
School Department held a series of 
meetings last week prior *,o the 
opening of the regular school year. 
A conference of superintendent and 
principals on Wednesday morning, 
September 5, was followed by “ac- 
uity meetings in every school. 

The afternoon session found the 
entire professional staff meeting in 
the Wyman School auditorium. \s 
the principal speaker, Superinten- 
dent of Schools Harry V. Gilson 
welcomed his colleagues to another 
year of work and accomplishment. 
Dr. Gilson told his listeners that lie 
believed they were fortunate to be 
teaching in Winchester. “The peo- 
ple of this community,” he said, 
“have shown a willingness time and 
again to support their schools in 
providing reasonable salaries and 
in seeing to it thnt their schools are 
properly equipped.” Dr. Gilson 
paid tribute to the School Commit- 
tee for the patient, conscientious 
attitude with which it has assumed 
its responsibilities and for the com- 
mon sense and wisdom with which 
they have approached the problems 
of the schools. 

In outlining the objectives for 
which the entire school system 
must work. Dr. Gilson said, "We 
shall everlastingly struggle toward 
the end that each and every child 
shall have the opportunity to\secure 
the finest education which he is 
capable of achieving.” 

Toward that goal, he stated that 
one of the major projects of the 
Winchester school system is to dis- 
cover and use the best possible tests 
to determine pupil ability. He also 
pointed out that the Department is 
inaugurating a plan io help the 
child of greater than average abil- 
ity to stretch his mind to the ut- 
most. An experiment in the teach- 
ing of math to superior students is 
beginning this year at the 7th 
grade level. 

Following Dr. Gilson’s address, 
he introduced the newly-appointed 
members of the staff to their col- 
leagues. Each new staff* member re- 
ceived a boutonniere or corsage 
from Teachers’ Club President 
Richard Ulin. 

A social hour with refreshments 
served by members of the Mothers’ 
Association concluded a busy day of 
instruction and orientation. Fur- 
ther meetings, work on homeroom 
and class plans, occupied the work- 
ing period of Thursday and Friday.

HIGH SCHOOL ENROLLMENT UP 
AS WINCHESTER SCHOOLS OPEN 

There were a few apples for the 
teachers, but the 3226 tanned and 
well-scrubbed pupils who trooped 
in Winchester’s schools on Monday 
morning seemed glad to be back at 
their desks. Their teachers, well- 
prepared after a three day work- 
shop, were more than ready to be- 
gin the work of the 1966-67 school 
year. Both pupils and teachers had 
favorable comments to make on 
the generally excellent condition of 
the buildings, the result of many 
hours of work by the custodial staff 
during the summer vacation. 

Leading the rest of the schools, 
the Winchester High School report- 
ed a record enrollment of 988, 9- 
more than last year’s opening 
figure of 896. With a few late ar- 
rivals yet to come, school officials 
expect that the final figure will pass 
the one thousand mark before vhe 
end of 1956. For the first time in 
several years, the male element out- 
numbers the feminine contingent, 
there being 510 boys to 478 girls. 

The enrollment in the elementary 
schools for grades one through six, 
was 1729, 36 more than in 1955. 
When the kindergarten classes be- 
gin next Monday, the total enroll- 
ment for the elementary schools 
should be over 2000. At the Junior 
High School, 509 pupils were regis- 
tered on opening day as compared 
with 502 last year. 

At a special assembly in the high 
school auditorium Principal W. 
Howard Nibloek greeted a nearly 
packed house of pupils and teach- 
ers. Principal Nibloek welcomed 
the student body to the school, and 
he challenged the pupils to live up 
to the best that was in them during 
the coming months. A fine building 
and a well-trained, devoted staff of 
teachers, were nothing, he said, 
without the best efforts of the 
pupils. 

Following Principal Niblock’s 
brief address, Assistant Principal 
John D. Stevens dismissed the 
pupils to their respective home 
rooms for the usual registration 
period. The main innovation in the 
day’s schedule is a lunch period in 
three shifts, the first beginning at 
11:35 and the last at 12:47.

ON BENCH 


Judge Curtis W. Nash, associate 
justice of the Woburn District 
Court for the past 36 years, has re- 
tired from the bench, and his resig- 
nation has been accepted by Gover- 
nor Christian A. Herter. He sat for 
the last time July 17. It is not 
known whether a successor to him 
will be appointed. 

Judge Nash was appointed to the 
bench in 1921 by the then Governor 
Channing Cox.

WIN ENGLISH HEARTS 

(From tho Boston llornlil Mnil-Bng 
August 30, 1956) 

I was a British serviceman who, 
when stationed at Brunswick, Me., 
visited Mr. and Mrs. R. T. Morey of 
Salisbury street, Winchester, Mass. 
It followed I was only one of 171 
Englishmen who were entertained 
by this wonderful couple. I stayed 
four days with them, and since then 
(13 years ago) they have kept in 
touch with me and my family. In 
fact, they still correspond with 41 
of their guests. 

Early this year they wrote to me 
and said they were coming over to 
England and would like to visit me 
and asked for directions to reach 
my home, and all 40 others received 
similar letters. I replied to their 
letter, and on July 1 they arrived at 
my home here in Pool-in- Wharfe- 
dale. What a wonderful reunion it 
was, and so along to all 41 of us. 

They took my family and myself 
out all day and gave us a wonderful 
time in their beautiful Cadillac 
which created tremendous interest 
wherever it went. We had repor- 
ters, and Mr. and Mrs. Morey re- 
plied to their queries good natured- 
ly. Their chief reply to reporters 
has been that “you couldn’t buy this 
trip for a million dollars,” that they 
“have been into ordinary working 
people’s homes, met their wives and 
families, been entertained by them 
met their friends and neighbors, 
seen things that no normal Amer- 
ican tourist could hope to see.” How 
true that is, and everybody has 
loved them wherever they have 
been. 

They are getting near the end of 
their wonderful trip now. They 
visit Norway and Sweden before 
sailing home from Liverpool Sep- 
tember 7. In their own woras, 
“After all this publicity, we shall 
return to our home in the States 
and become nonentities once more." 

Mr. and Mrs. Morey are wonder- 
ful people. They are truly Am- 
bassadors to Britain.” They have 
created tremendous interest where- 
ever they have been by their kind- 
ness, generosity and old world gen- 
tleness.

Care of garden flowers is impor- 
tant in August if one is to get the 
most out of the annuals and peren- 
nials. Flowers have the advantage 
of adding a snla«h of color at a 
time of ydftr wri§n ertte? Ik at a iftw 
ebb in Vbe garden as far as flower- 
ing shrubs Are MTteermd* Also 
they come at a time of year when 
the common greens of the landscape 
are a bit faded due to dry weather, 
insects or disease, or simple matur- 
ing and hardening of the leaves. 

Realizing the best from the gar- 
den flowers does require some extra 
attention. We have been particu- 
larly disappointed in un old rugged 
favorite, garden phlox. This tall, 
upright flower is one of the most 
useful for working out color and 
background effects in the garden. 
It is relatively easy to grow. The 
usual requirements of organic mat- 
ter, only slight acidity and fertility 
that make up a good garden soil 
furnish good growing conditions for 
phlox. 

Powdery mildew is one of the 
worst diseases of phlox and it seems 
to have done much damage this 
year. Folks may have the impres- 
sion that it takes rain to spread 
mildew. Actually, dashing rain 
might well wash off some of the 
spores and he helpful. The humid- 
ity at the leaf surface such as that 
induced by fog and high atmos- 
pheric humidity is significant in 
spread of the disease. It does not 
spread at temperatures above 85*. 
The new organic fungicides have 
little effect, und sulfur is still the 
best control. 

To prevent production of un- 
wanted seedlings, florets should he 
snipped off phlox as they start to 
fade. Clumps of phlox should be 
at least two feet apart to provide 
good air circulation, which helps to 
control disease. Crowded clumps 
should he divided about every 
fourth year. 

The moisture supply on all flow- 
ers can he kept in more uniform 
supply by mulching. Watering 
should he done thoroughly and not 
too frequently.

CONCORD OPENS 
WINCHESTER'S GRID SEASON 


Football fans will get their first 
official peek at Winchester High 
School’s 1956 football team tomor- 
row afternoon when the Indians 
will swarm down from their wig- 
wams above the Aberjona to face 
the Concord High Patriots in the 
first game of the new season for 
both schools. 

This year’s Concord game will be 
something more than just an im- 
portant opening game that both 
schools want to win, for it will 
mark the resumption of the old 
Middlesex Football League com- 
petition that ended in 1939, strange- 
ly enough when Concord dropped 
out of the league after a bad sea- 
son. 

The Middlesex League, so far as 
football is concerned, began in 1931* 
largely through the efforts of Win- 
chester’s then fooball coach and 
director of athletics, Wendell Mans- 
field. The Winchester team of that 
year, captained by Joe Flaherty, 
just missed winning the champion- 
ship when Maynard completed a 
forward pass in the closing seconds 
of play to edge the Aberjona In- 
dians for the crown. 

Tony DeTeso and Pete Galuffo 
captained the last Winchester team 
to play Middlesex League football, 
and their team beat out Belmont 
for the crown. Much of the time 
that the league was operating ei- 
ther Winchester or Belmont was 
the team to beat for titular honors, 
though Maynard won several 
crowns and some of the Concord 
teams in the early days of the 
league were tough, with boys like 
Lowery, Flanagan, Megin, Palmer 
and Fish, to name only a few. 

How the resumption of league 
play will turn out will be something 
to watch. Middlesex League bas- 
ketball, baseball and track have 
been top-drawer competition and 
those responsible for the football 
resumption are hoping for the same 
fine rivalries that have been obtain- 
ed in the other sports. 

Tomorrow’s game is hard to 
figure, since it is a season opener, 
with neither team really tested. 
Concord has rather more back from 
last year than Winchester, with one 
first string back and a couple of 
starting linemen available. Only 
big John Chapin and Captain Moe 
Russo, fullback, were starters a 
year ago, and both were strictly 
one-way, Chapin an offensive play- 
er and Russo going on defense. 

Concord played last week-end in 
the Cape Jamboree, beating Barns- 
table and losing to Wareham, in 
greatly abbrevated games. Ware- 
ham is usually a strong team, ao 
Concord’s 7-0 loss in that bit of 
play is not too reassuring. 

Winchester has scrimmaged Med- 
ford High, Malden Catholic and 
Lawrence, and for what its showing 
may be worth in this sort of com- 
petition, did well against all throe. 

For the first time in several sea- 
sons Winchester has backfleld 
troubles, with the departure of such 
horses as Joe Bellino, Bobby Hag- 
gerty, Big Mike Murphy and Broth- 
er Jawn leaving some gaping holes 
in the offensive scheme of things. 

The Indians will field a big rush- 
line, hut the forwards are green, 
and will face in Concord one of the 
trickiest and best conceived offenses 
they will see all season. In fact 
this opening game will probably be 
one of, if not the hardest game. 
Winchester will have all year. 

Physically, if the announced 
weights are correct, Winchester 
will outweigh Concord on the ave- 
rage, 176 to 165, for an 11 pound 
pull. Concord is however plenty 
big enough and will be well coached 
by Bernie Megin. The Patriots will 
probably he further along than 
Winchester, hut Coach Knowlton 
expects his charges to give a good 
account of themselves. A year ago 
he would have been very confident. 
This year he has to wonder.

COMMUNITY CHEST 
AIDS GIRL SCOUTS 


( First in a series of six articles 
on Red Feather benefits to 
Winchester) 

The Winchester Council of Girl 
Scouts, composed of more then 200 
adult volunteers and two profes- 
sional workers, and coordinating 
the activities of more than 800 
girls, is one of six agencies here in 
town which benefit directly rom 
the United Community Services* 
The individual Girl Scout troops 
are self-supporting and also share 
in Council support through the an- 
nual cookie sale, but more than haif 
of the administrative oost of vhe 
Council is met by the Red Feather 
campaign. This year’s campaign 
begins Sunday, October 21. 

The Girl Scout Council maintains 
an office at 573 Main street, where 
an executive director and a secre- 
tary help the volunteer organiz- 
ation to plan troop and day camp 
activities, to train and place leaders, 
and to keep attendance and achieve- 
ment records — without all of which 
Girl Scouting could not function in 
Winchester. 

This year, Mrs. Edward Shin- 
nick, executive director, reports, 
"the Winchester Girl Scout Council 
is again emphasizing the develop- 
ment of a year-round outdoor pro- 
gram — in the almost daily use of 
our Cabin for out-of-door activities 
and troop meetings. Many hikes, 
cookouts and overnights are sched- 
uled for the next two months. Camp 
Joy, or day camp, was operated for 
two, two-week periods this year. 
The attendance of 101 campers for 
the first period, and 77 campers : or 
the second period, proved chat our 
day camping program is filling a 
community need. Many of our girls 
and leaders camped overnight or 
longer at our own cabin at Cedar 
Hill in Waltham, or on other ap- 
proved campsites, during vhe past 
year. 

Training has been offered for all 
of our volunteers, although most of 
our training courses arc set up 
primarily for our leaders and their 
assistants. A course in outdoor 
leadership was given locally last 
spring, and basic leadership courses 
for all leaders will be given this 
fall. Some of our Board and Board 
Committee training has been done 
cooperatively with nearby councils. 

Seven Board members completed 
a twenty hour course in Malden 
last spring. 

Service to the community is an 
important part of our total pro- 
gram. Our girls have helped on 
many service projects: the Easter 
Seal drive, March of Dimes cam- 
paign, Red Cross blood donor lays, 
the collection of toys and clothing 
for local agencies at Christmas, 
etc. One of our Senior troops has 
for many years been known as a 
"Hospital Aide” troop, giving as- 
sistance and service at the Win- 
chester Hospital throughout the 
year, and, although the member- 
ship in the troop may change from 
year to year, the service to the Hos- 
pital goes on. 

Another of our senior troops, 
Troop 1, interested in the out-of- 
doors and international friendship 


part to their program, is planning a 
trip to Europe in 1957. This is a 
troop project, and financed as such, 
with none of t lie money coming 
from our Council budget. We are 
sure that these girls and their 
leaders will have a much better un- 
derstanding of the problems of the 
countries to lie visited, and of Girl 
Scouting as part of a World or- 
ganization, when they return.”

which time all 40 of the hoys were 
I contacted, meeting places detcr- 
! nrned upon and the hotel reserv- 
ations made to permit the Moreys 
to he at the pre-arranged places at 
the proper times. 

Not once were die Moreys "stood 
up” by their English friends, one 
of whom met them at the junction 
of a dual highway and a street-car 
track, the only place possible for 
him. Not once did the carefully 
planned Morey schedule make it 
necessary for them to disappoint 
any of those waiting to see them. 

Mr. and Mrs. Morey sailed on vhe 
Empress of Scotland June 5, arriv- 
ing at Liverpool June 12. They 
were met at the boat by one of their 
most frequent war time guests, 
Harry Jones, now a customs official 
in Liverpool. From the boat they 
went directly to the home of an- 
other favorite service man, Frank 
Manning, in Knutsford, Cheshire. 
After three days there the tour of 
England began. 

The Moreys had anticipated no 
prominence being attached vo vheir 
visits to their soldier friends. As 
a matter of fact they believed that 
aside from the boys they had en- 
tertained at 10 Salisbury street 
during World War 1, no one 
would know they were in England. 
As things turned out nothing could 
have been further from the facts, 
for news of their coming had been 
spread throughout entire sections 
of England, and where the visits 
were not anticipated their Cadillac 
sedan, which they took to England 
with them, attracted throngs. 

Much of England’s motoring is 
clone in the small ears which are 
coming to be familiar objects on the 
roads of this country. The big 
powerful Cadillac was an object of 
interest wherever the Moreys went, 
and in one place school was closed 
so that the teachers and children 
could sec the cur. 

Starting out on their round of 
visits, the Moreys found that they 
were not going to see only the 40 
boys with whom they had kept in 
touch through the years since the 
war. Wives, of course, they had 
counted upon, but they had not 
reckoned with the fact that the boys 
wanted them to meet their parents 
and their "sisters and their cousins 
and their aunts,” the Gilbert and 
Sullivan song talks about. Where- 
ever they went the visits mush- 
roomed until they had no time at 
all for anything except the enter- 
taining they encountered every- 
where. 

During the time they were in 
England they visited 150 English 
homes, from the richest to the poor- 
est. Nowhere was there any dif- 
ference in the warmth of the wel- 
come, or the pleasure of the visit. 
The English and Scottish folk they 
visited won the hearts of the 
Moreys completely, while the let- 
ters, telegrams, cards and other 
expressions of esteem which vhe 
Moreys received during their stay 
in England, and while on their way 
across the ocean, would indicate 
that the feeling of affection was 
mutual. Many referred to the 
Moreys as "ambassadors of good 
will” and both the Moreys and those 
they visited describe the experience 
as one never to he forgotten. 

During their time in England 
the Moreys visited factories, 
schools and other public buildings 
as well as private homes. They 
estimate that they met and talked 
with some 10,000 people during 
their visit which covered 6,000 
miles. More than 50 papers report- 
ed their trip and they twice ap- 
peared on the British radio, sneak- 
ing on B.B.C. Midlands Station 
July 1 1 and on the B.B.C. feature 
broadcast, "In Town Tonight,” in 


London, August 11, appearing mat 
before Charles Coburn. 

Boys came from as far as 150 
miles to see the Moreys and at ,he 
farewell party they gave at vhe 
Adelphi Hotel in Liverpool \hc 
night before they sailed "or Amer- 
ica one of the guests came 35!) miles 
from Glasgow, Scotland, sitting up 
in a bus all night to make it 

Thirty-five hoys and their .vivos 
attended this farewell dinner party 
and twelve boys stayed over until 
the next day to see their old 'riends 
off on their homeward voyage. The 
Moreys’ stateroom on the same 
Empress of Scotland was fuil of 
flowers from many who iliey aid 
"could not afford to send them,” and 
telegrams and letters and many 
other bon voyage messages were 
received right up to the time the 
vessel sailed. 

The Moreys left Liverpool Sep- 
tember 7 and arrived home last 
Saturday to find awaiting them 
more letters and cards from their 
English friends, all expressing vhe 
joy experienced during the time vhe 
Moreys were their guests. These 
letters, many expressing a great, 
and very real affection, will be 
among the Moreys’ most prized 
possessions henceforth. 

Among the mail received was n 
card from the verger of a cathedral, 
whom the Moreys met quite in- 
cidentally, yet who wanted them to 
know of his pleasure in the meet- 
ing. Laughingly, Mr. Morey claim- 
ed the reason was a "good story” he 
told the verger. Another fetter 
they liked was from a man they met 
for the first time in England, who 
signed himself their adopted son.

MEOFORD ARLINGTON 
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EFFECT OF FROST 
ON HORTICULTURAL CROPS 


The first severe frost often is 
very significant from the stand- 
point of horticultural people, both 
in the home grounds and in com- 
mercial production. This is parti- 
cularly true during delayed grow- 
ing 1 seasons. A late start in plant- 
ing this spring meant a delay right 
through the season. The results, 
however, attained by good manage- 
ment and planning have been ur- 
prisingly good. As we write ibis 
there has been a light frost with no 
significant damage, hut September 
15 is often the date for the first kill- 
ing frost. Sometimes it occurs then 


and sometimes there are only light 
I ones in September. All are hoping 
i that there will he the latter delay 
this year. 

Tender annual flowers have blos- 
somed well and profusely during 
the latter part of the summer. 
Flowers were affected very signi- 
ficantly by the late planting late 
and of course the later the frost 
holds ofT the more satisfaction will 
I he derived from flowers. It was 
difficult to get early bloom so the 
I season will he much shortened by 
: early frost. 

Sweet corn was not harvested as 
! early as usual due to the late plant- 
I ing and poor growing weather of 
I the early planting season. Late 
plantings have the potential of bal- 
ancing the loss in the early ones if

there is time to mature them. 
Tomatoes each year are stopped by 
the first freezing temperatures, and 
there are a large number yet to he 
harvested. Tomatoes, however, arc 
often picked a hit more heavily in 
the green stage and many are saved 
this way. Strickly green tomatoes 
are in demand for relishes, pickling, 
etc. Tomatoes approaching the pos- 
sible picking stage will color well 
indoors. Home owners, to do Hus, 
should avoid placing them in sunny 
exposures. They color better at 
uniform temperatures and in partly 
subdued light. 

Squash keeping quality is greatly 
affected by the proper maturity at 
harvest. Also, frost damage is a 
cause of poor keeping. Probably 
growers of this crop arc hoping 
more than others that frosts and 
freezes will he delayed. 

Cabbage, root crops, greens and 
many others are not affected by the 
first light freezes, and harvest of 
them can go on into late fall or 
early winter. Parsnips may ac- 
tually ho left in the ground to be 
dug as needed. 

Those cold, frosty nights add 
color to the apples, so fruit men 
find them a help. Thus, it is seen 
that first killing frosts have a 
variable effect in the field of horti- 
culture.

DIAL PHONES COME NEARER 

SITE FOR NEW EXCHANGE 
CHOSEN 

The site for a new telephone 
building that will provide dial serv- 
ice for all Winchester and Woburn 
telephone users within about iwo 
years has been selected by the New 
England Telephone and Telegraph 
Company, on the northerly corner 
of Main and Hemingway streets in 
Winchester. James E. Lowthers, 
Winchester Manager of the Tele- 
phone Company, said the Company 
tdans to construct a two-story 
building to house the new dial 
equipment that will be manufac- 
tured by the Western Electric Com- 
pany.

ment will he ready to meet the 
needs of telephone users as the 
communities continue to expand 
and grow. 

The site of the new telephone 
building is a vacant lot, now owned 
by Ersilia N. Sylvester of Winches- 
ter. Preliminary plans call for a 
masonry structure measuring ap- 
proximately 80 feet by 70 feet, with 
a basement. There will be a park- 
ing area and the grounds will be 
landscaped to maintain the attrac- 
tive appearance of the neighbor- 
hood. 

During the past ten years alone, 
the number of telephones in Win- 
chester has nearly doubled, from 
4,700 at the end of 1945 to more 
than 8,000 today, reflecting the 
growth of one of the favorite resi- 
dential communities in the Greater 
Boston area. Growth is continuing, 
according to James E. Lowthers, 
Winchester Manager of the Tele- 
phone Company. 

Winchester has had telephone 
service continuously for three- 
quarters of a century. The first 
mention of telephone service in 
Winchester was in an early Wo- 
burn newspaper (Advertiser) 
which reported that the first news 
story ever transmitted to the paper 
by telephone reported the burning 
of a barn and the loss of a horse in 
the barn in Winchester on Decem- 
ber 15, 1881. 

In January, 1883, Winchester had 
nine telephones, all served by the 
telephone exchange at Woourn, 
which continued to serve Winches- 
ter telephones until the first local 
switchboard was placed in service 
in the White Building, now 572 
Main street, on September 12, 1892, 
to serve 15 Winchester subscribers. 

When the first Winchester tele- 
phone building, at 125 Washington 
street, went into service in 1907 to 
serve 897 telephones, the Winches- 
ter Star stated that “probably no 
town in the United States of the 
same population as Winchester lias 
so many new subscribers to tele- 
phone service.” 

Mr. Lowthers said that engineer- 
ing and planning for Winchester’s 
new dial telephone service has been 
under way for some time, and that 
from now on telephone people at 
places as distant as Chicago will be 
working to complete the plans and 
to manufacture the special equip- 
ment that will be shipped here as 
soon as the new building is com- 
plete.

BILLS OF WINCHESTER INTEREST 

Governor Herter last month j 
signed the bill that transferred to i 
Winchester from Medford 27 acres 1 
of land ofT Border road, most of i 
which was originally a part of the | 
old Symmes Farm. 

The transfer was made because 
Medford was unable to service the 
land, and also had not zoned it. 
Located as it is adjacent to what 
is n desirable and rapidly growing 
development in Winchester, the 
Town authorities felt it wise to take 
title to the land as a protective 
measure. 

Winchester's Represe n ta ti ve 
Harrison Chadwick sponsored the 
bill, signed by nil the legislators of 
this district, authorizing the State 
Department of Public Health to 
make a complete study of the entire 
Aberjona River drainage system, 
and to secure expert advice if 
needed. 

The study is being undertaken to 
provide a long range and per- 
manent solution of the river polu- 
tion problem. 

Rep. Chadwick was also success- 
ful in getting referred to a recess 
committee of the Legislature for 
study the problem of the motor 
boat nuisance on Mystic Lakes. 

Regardless of how the committee 
reports, Rep. Chadwick will again 
introduce the bill, unsuccessful this 
year, to register motorboats on in- 
land waters. 

Still another bill successfully in- 
troduced by Rep. Chadwick is House 
Bill 1701. This bill, of interest to 
State income tax payers, allows a 
capital loss carry over, permitting 
a loss from the sale of intangible 
property, not offset by gains, to be 
carried forward up to three years 
of offset future gains. 

Rep. Chadwick tried to have the 
forward carry extend over five 
years as the Federal Income Tax 
law permits, but was unsuccessful.

The Chief advises pupils and 
their parents that even though the 
ncident may take place in school, 
it is still a legal false alarm, and 
as such comes under police and 
court jurisdiction. 

Even a short false alarm cost the 
fire department from $60 to $75; 
the department and all Winchester 
tax payers as well.

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Indians Lose Gridiron Opener 


An alert, hard-hitting Concord High eleven handed Winchester its 
first opening-game defeat in many a year in a resumption of the Mid- 
dlesex Football League last Saturday afternoon on Manchester Field 
25-13. A fleet-footed fullback named Flanagan scored three touch 
downs for Concord, carrying the hail nearly every other play, and wu. 
the difference between the two teams. 

Winchester had nothing offensively to match Flanagan, but in 
fairness to the local backs it should be said that seldom did any ol 
them get a chance to get started, so completely did the Concord forwnn 
wall outplay the Indians’ line. What flu* local runners could have don. 
once past the line of scrimmage no one had a chance to find out, foi 
generally the Indian ball carriers were stopped at, or behind the line 
of scrimmage. 

Concord made 12 first downs .o 
fi for Winchester, rushing for 277 
yards while limiting the Indians to 
97. The Patriots threw six for- 
ward passes, completed three for 
14 yards, recovered their only fum- 
ble and lost 30 yards in penalties. 

Winchester completed two of six 
passes for 43 yards and bad one 
pass intercepted for a touchdown. 

Two other effective passes were 
nullified by penalties. The locals 
lost 25 yards in penalties and fum- 
bled four times, recovering three 
times. 

The real story of Winchester’s 
defeat lay in Concord’s superior 
blocking and tackling. Especially 
was the Indians’ blocking poor, and 
there were several times when 
Winchester plays failed to go a 
long way, if not for scores, because 
a key block was lacking. 

Concord seemed much further 
along than Winchester in all around 
development and the Patriots play- 
ed with much more fire than the 
Indians manifest. 

A crowd of perhaps 4000 saw the 
game, and because of the great suc- 
cess enjoyed by recent Winchester 
teams, a great many left the field 
feeling Winchester was pretty 
futile. The Indians were far from 
impressive, but no one acquainted 
with the local picture expected a 
finished performance by Winches- 
ter last Saturday in view of its 
losses by graduation last year. 

Russo kicked off to the Concord 
12, and the Patriots advanced to 
the Winchester 24 where the locals 
stopped Flanagan a yard short of 
first down. 

Winchester couldn’t go, and Rus- 
so kicked to the Concord 38. The 
Indians stopped Concord, and Gil- 
man kicked to Chapin at Winches- 
ter’s 23. Taking the ball on the 
run, big “Jawn” cut to the sidelines 
and set sail for the Concord goal 
line, getting a key block at mid- 
field and another about the Con- 
cord 20. 

Cutting diagonally across the 
field, Flanagan threw himself at 
Chapin at the Concord 10, but 
bounced off the big Winchester boy 
without breaking his stride. Chapin 
went all the way to score, and 
added the extra point on a surprise 
pass to Bergquist, to put Winches- 
ter ahead, 7-0. 

Following the kickoff Concord, 
with Flanagan doing the hulk of 
the carrying, moved the ball from 
its 34 to the Winchester 27, where 
two passes fell incomplete and 
Winchester took over. 

An offside nullified a 15 yard 
pass from Chapin to Flaherty for 
Winchester’s first offensive gesture, 
and on fourth down Russo, attempt- 
ing to kick, fumbled the pass, and 
then unsuccessfully tried to hit a 
team mate with a forward pass. 

Concord took over at the 25, and 
Flanagan and Gilman advanced to 
the nine, from where Flanagan 
circled Winchester’s right end to 
score standing up. The try for ex- 
tra point from placement was wide 
and the half ended soon afterward. 

Winchester, in the first half, 
made eight yards on the ground

and lost eight for a net gain of 
nothing at all. The Indians did 
better the second half, hut so did 
Concord. 

Winchester stopped a Concord 
thrust in the third quarter at its 
nine, and then despite losing a 
pretty pass from Chapin to Murphy 
for about 20 yards because of an 
offside penalty, moved the ball from 
its nine to its 35. 

Here Winchester had to kick and 
Chapin booted a beauty outside at 
the Concord 20 to start the final 
quarter. Winchester still held a 
7-0 lend. 

Flanagan in two rushes reached 
the 33, and Evans broke through to 
the 39. Crawford was just short of 
a first down at the 44 when Flan- 
agan broke away from a tackier 
well behind the line of scrimmage, 
and repeating this performance 
twice, finally got into the dear to 
leg it 56 yards for a touchdown. 
He failed to get the extra point by 
rushing at Winchester’s left ond. 

Concord kicked short to Murphy 
who reached his own 40, and on 
the next play Concord got 15 yards 
for roughing Chapin, giving the In- 
dians a first down at the Concord 
48. 

In two rushes Flaherty and Russo 
reached the 41, but on third down, 
what looked like a pass play went 
wrong and Chapin was wrestled 
down on the 47. 

On fourth down Chapin gambled 
on a pass, but bis long one wasn’t 
quite long enough to reach Berg- 
quist, all alone behind the Patriots’ 
last defender, and was grabbed by 
Flanagan, who broke away from 
several Winchester tacklers to 
dodge and sprint GO yards for the 
touchdown. 

“Dougie” Thomson came from 
nowhere and tried hard to bring 
Flanagan down at the seven, but 
the flying Concord boy dodged him 
and continued into the end zone. 
The attempted kick from place- 
ment was no good and Arnold 
kicked to Chapin, who got back to 
his 31. With less than half a period 
remaining the game was gone at 
this point. 

Thomson swept for seven, but on 
the next play Winchester fumbled 
and Lambert recovered for Con- 
cord at Winchester’s 40. Flanagan 
and Evans made first down at the 
27, and two more carries by the 
same backs reached the 18. 

Here Winchester lost five yards 
for delaying the game, and from 
the 13 Crawford sprinted out to the 
left for the score, a desperate 
lunge just failing to knock him 
outside at the goal line. Evans 
bucked for the extra noint, and 
Concord led 25-7 with little time 
left to play. 

Both Winchester and Concord 
had second stringers on the field 
and Flaherty ran the kickoff back 
to his 28. Bartlett picked up three, 
but a 15 yard gainer by Longworth 
was nullified by a clipping penalty, 
putting the ball back at the Win- 
chester 35. 

Longworth, however hit, Thom- 
son with a pass for a first down at 
the Concord 45, and then Long- 
worth got away to the Patriot’s 24 
for another 1st down. 

Longworth again found Thomson 
with a pass and “Doug” rammed 
his way to the Concord goal line, 
from where Longworth sneaked 
over. A pass for the extra point 
from Longworth to Thomson failed 
when the Winchester boy slowed up 
to avoid hitting a little girl who 
had wandered onto the field. The 
summary:

Stanley Cooper’s on Cambridge 
street Thursday evening. The con- 
cert by Helen Walker, soprano, and 
Esther Cooper, pianist, given for 
the benefit of the Church Home So- 
ciety and repeated last evening be- 
cause of limited space the first 
night, proved to he one of the 
choicest musical events thnt win- 
chester has seen for a long time. 

The songs were a perfect blend- 
ing of lovely poetry and poetic 
music, where each seemed to have 
been created for the other, and 
neither was either leading or fol- 
lowing. 

Helen Walker’s lovely voice is 
clear and vibrant and exquisitely 
true. Her high tones arc rich and 
sweet, and her low ones are full of 
warmth. She can interpret many 
moods: the langour of a hot sum- 
mer hillside (“Blackberry Hill”) or 
the thrashing of a willow in a 
winter storm (“Willow in My Gar- 
den”); A humorous yet touching 
understanding of Adam’s plight 
(“Yes, Lord”) or a deep surge of 
feeling in the “Ceaseless Wave” 
which carries God’s love from shore 
to shore. She has an easy range of 
volume, from the softness of a lul- 
laby (“Did a Great Bell Ring?”) to 
the magnificent greadeur of a tri- 
umphant. Maytime entrance into 
Heaven itself (“Let It Be May”). 
She always sings as if she loved it, 
with a friendly manner of including 
her audience in her own enjoyment, 
which, coupled with her lovely ap- 
pearance, is thoroughly delightful. 

Esther Cooper, who not only 
played all the music but also com- 
posed it, is a musician of ex- 
traordinary ability. There is no 
sameness to her work. She can 
move from the gaiety of a bright 
April morning (“Another April”) 
to the tragedy of renunciation 
(“Why Must I Dream?”) or from 
the simple sketch of a little Negro 
boy dreaming of Heaven where he 
hopes to have a “Silver Horn” and 
a robe to wear, all the way to an 
impassioned love song (“Enough”) 
or the crash of a great wave against 
a cliff (“O Ceaseless Wave”). Each 
composition is so completely an in- 
terpretation of the poem, that it 
becomes a part of it. And Mrs. 
Cooper’s exquisite touch, her lovely 
fingers almost seeming to caress 
the piano and make it sing too, 
created a feeling of one-ness with 
the voice which is hard to describe. 

The poems were written by sev- 
eral people, two by Helen Walker, 
one by Esther Cooper, one by Sara 
Teasdale, and the rest by Helen 
Williams. Esther Cooper’s inter- 
pretive music made with each of 
them a complete and harmonious 
whole. Thus originated material 
worthy of the finest artists, and 
consequently a program of remark- 
able beauty. 

Following the concert, Mr. and 
Mrs. Cooper invited the audience to 
remain for a social hour and re- 
freshments, which made a delight- 
ful ending for the evening.

COMMUNITY CHEST POINTS 
TO BOY SCOUT BENEFITS 

( Second in a series of six articles 
on Red Feather benefits to 
IF inchest er 


Boy Scouting is one of the worth- 
while youth programs which the 
United Community Services helps 
to keen functioning in Winchester 
and other suburbs as well n s in ihe 
city. Although the individual 
troops arc self-supporting, Red 
Feather funds meet a large part of 
the administrative costs of the 
Kcllsland Council, which supervises 
Scout activities for 2600 boys in 
Winchester and four neighboring 
towns, from its headquarters on 
South Border road. The Red 
Feather campaign begins Sunday, 
October 21. 

Scouting is firmly rooted in Win- 
chester’s busy junior civic life, with 
400 Cub Scouts, 250 Boy Scouts and 
40 Explorer Scouts participating. 
Besides, or perhaps because of, 
what Scouting does for a hoy in the 
way of character-building, it docs a 
great deal for the community. Last 
year Winchester Scouts participat- 
ed in the national conservation good 
turn by planting tree seedlings and 
building anti-erosion soil projects. 
This year’s good turn is to assist 
the Freedom Foundation in getting 
out the vote through a poster cam- 
paign. Locally, Scouts help the 
Winchester Hospital by cleaning up 
the grounds at regular intervals. 
They stand ready at ail times to 
help other organizations, such as 
Civil Defense, with every kind of 
distributing or collecting project, 
except fund-raising. 

All Scout units are led by adult 
volunteers and are set up through 
sponsoring organizations, such as 
churches, lodges, schools or veter- 
ans’ groups, Bruce E. Stewart, exe- 
cutive director of the Fellsland 
Council, explained here recently. 
The sponsoring groups may give 
their own awards in addition to 
official scout awards, and in other 
ways lend their characteristics io 
their troops, hut it is up to the co- 
ordinating council, with its trained 
professional stafT, to see that the 
broad policies of the Boy Scouts of 
America are carried out. The 
Council finds and then coaches spon- 
soring organizations where new 
units are needed, and helps to find 
and train leaders, develop interest- 
ing and worthwhile programs, and 
provide equipment. Its headquar- 
ters is a constant source of advice 
and information for existing units 
and leaders and a reservoir for 
membership and advancement rec- 


ords. One of Fellsland Coun- 
cil’s most important jobs is the 
administration of the summer camp 
in Ameshury, one of the finest 
Scout camps in New England. 

The Council's professional staff, 
two executives and a secretary, is 
the same size as it was when or- 
ganized 30 years ago, hut it now 
serves more than twice as many 
Scouts. Besides camp fees, the 
Council also receives funds from 
sustaining adult memberships and 
from the proceeds of the Scout- 
o-rama, the giant Scout exposition 
put on annually by the boys them- 
selves. However, without the 
broad base of community support 
through the Red Feather Campaign 
it would he necessary for the Fells- 
land Council to curtail the services 
it now gives to the Boy Scouts of 
Winchester, Medford, W o h u r n, 
Stonohnm and Burlington. 


NEW WASHER FOR HOSPITAL 


FORI) FOUNDATION PROVIDES 
MUCH NEEDED IMPROVEMENT

Foundation Grant to the Winches- 
ter Hospital is so welcome is now 
on view in the Hospital Laundry.

$5600 washer, standing 7 feet long 
and 4 feet high. It is a “Troy Elec- 
tro-manual Slyde Out Washer” of 
225 pounds capacity, very efficient 
to operate and easy to unload. 

In the deciding to buy this equip- 
ment to replace a thirty year old 
machine, Mr. John Connors, man- 
ager and Mr. Harlan L. Paine, Jr., 
administrator made careful studies. 
The laundry processes 20,000 pieces 
a week, including 2500 sheets per 
week and 700 diapers a day. Each 
patient uses 13 pounds of linen per 
day. It was found that by operat- 
ing it’s own laundry the Hospital’s 
cost to the patient for laundry is 
kept at a minimum. 

Efficiency is higher than ever in 
the Laundry, thanks to the Ford 
Foundation Grant.

A Cultural Institution with a Modern Approach 

The world is shrinking. Intercontinental traffic to insure individual attention and painless per- 


is fast and heavy. Individuals trapped behind 
language barriers are becoming provincial. The 
child of tomorrow who is not a linguist will be 
underprivileged. 

Scientific tests reveal that our national aptitude 
for language is high — G. I.’s all over the world 
have proved it through speedy fraternization. 
Yet, man v Americans have developed a mental 
block in this respect. Why?— Our deficiency has 
multiple roots: a misguided attitude and lack of 
interest; fear of ridicule and of painful effort; 
inadequacy of facilities; and lack of opportunity 
to practice. 

The Lexicon Center is a scientific experiment to 
overcome these handicaps. Ample cultural mate- 
rial will be correlated with possible trips abroad, 
to stimulate interest. Classes will be kept small, 


formance. Facilities will present daily oppor- 
tunity to read foreign newspapers, periodicals and 
books; to listen to foreign records with II I -FI 
equipment; to make individual tape recordings; 
and to converse with fellow linguists. 

The first year, classes will be given in French 
and Spanish, at elementary, intermediate and ad- 
vanced levels. Italian, German and Russian will 
be added subsequently, in accordance with public 
interest. Fifty-hour courses, in two terms, will 
run from November 15 to June 7. Minimum fees 
will compare with those of sponsored adult educa- 
tion centers in Cambridge and Boston. 

The Center will be open to members daily, with 
facilities of special interest to the following 
groups: 


1. Students enrolled in courses anywhere, who seek daily practice. 

2. Parents of language students, who want to make this cultural pursuit a living, 
family project. 

3. Individuals planning to go abroad, who would double their enjoyment and experience. 

4. Foreign nationals, competent linguists and language teachers eager to preserve 
their cultural advantages through active association. 


Annual membership fees will be nominal. 

The Lexicon Center will be directed by Normand 
R. Cartier, of Lexington. Professor Cartier holds 
an A. B. degree from Assumption College, Diplo- 
mas from the Sorbonne and the Institut de Pho- 
netique Internationale, Paris; A.M. in Education, 
Teachers College, Columbia; A.M. in Romance 
Languages, Harvard; PhD in Romance Philology, 
Harvard. Years of foreign study took him to 
France, Switzerland, Germany, Italy, Spain and 
Mexico. 

His professional experience is extensive. Be- 
fore World War II, he was head of the French and 
Spanish Departments at Marymount College. 
Since 1946, he lias served in various capacities at 
Harvard University: Instructor in French and 
Spanish; Coordinator of Romance Language In- 
struction; Department Advisor to A.M. candidate* 1 ' 
in the School of Education; Assistant-Professor 
in Romance Languages and Literatures; Member 
of the Committee* on Educational Policy; Senior 
Tutor and Advisor in the* Department of Romance 
Languages, lie* is also a member e»f the Modern 


Language Association and of the Mediaeval Aca- 
demy of America. For three years, he has been 
in charge of the Harvard University Extension 
course in Elementary French, and is thoroughly 
familiar with the special problems of language 
study for adults. 

A two-time veteran, Professor Cartier interro- 
gated enemy spy suspects as a Special Agent of 
tlie Counter Intelligence Corps, with the spear- 
head, from the Normandy beaches to Leipzig, 
Germany, in World War II. During the Korean 
melee, he was recalled as reserve officer, to teach 
and to write a manual at Counter Intelligence 
Corps Headquarters.

It 
is scant wonder that government at all levels is deteriorating in the 
face of such voter apathy. 

The “Oh I don’t vote in the primaries but I always turn out for the 
elections’* attitude is no good either, for if the good candidates are not 
nominated in the primaries, you cannot elect them In the elections. 

Perhaps our present primary system is undesirable, as some seem 
to believe, but while it is the law’ there ought to he more than 35 percent 
of the voters in a town like Winchester sufficiently interested to take 
the short time necessary to exercise a franchise so many enslaved 
people of the world would be so happy to possess. 


We like copy typewritten. It is easier to read and is much more 
likely to get printed correctly than handwritten matter. Especially is 
this so with regard to names, w here accuracy is particularly desirable. 
We have only ope warning for those who type. Watch your ribbon! 
Copy typed with a worn-out ribbon is often more difficult to decipher 
than even slovenly handwritten words. 

We have had some pretty bad copy come in to us of late. We have 
done our best with it, but there can well come a time when we won’t 
be able to devote the extra time necessary to figure out words that are 
only a little more legible than if typed with no ribbon at all in the 
machine. 

When such a time comes the poor copy will have to give way to the 
easily legible, and both the Star and its correspondent will lose this 
way. So-o, you correspondents, write your copy clearly, preferably on 
a typewriter, or with ink if you prefer. Don’t use a pencil unless you 
have to, and then only if it has a soft black lead that is easy to see. 

Remember, the people who set your copy, proofread it and print it 
do not know what is in your mind as you write!

They know full well that 
some people need assistance, and 
probably always will, in solving 
everyday personal problems, even 
during prosperous times such as we 
are experiencing today. 

We hear, time and time again, 
how annoyed people get when ap- 
proached for their time and/or 
money to support reputable welfare 
organizations, and how this annoy- 
ance is translated directly to the 
solicitor in terms of unfriendliness, 
discourtesy and sometimes oven 
abuse.

In the high Andes of Colombia, 
00 miles north of Bogota, the old 
emerald mine of Muzo once more is 
turning out the glowing green 
stones of conquistadors* treasure. 

Operated irregularly in recent 
years, the mine has gone hack into 
full production following discovery 
of new and valuable deposits. 

The finds recall bonanza days of 
Spanish conquest when the gems of 
were snipped home with gold 
to the monarchs who had struck the 
New World jackpot. But long be- 
fore the Spaniards came in the 
1530’s, says the National Geogra- 
phic Society, Andean Indians work- 
ed Muzo, Somondoeo and other 
sites. They used the gems for per- 
sonal and temple decoration, and 
often buried the ornaments with 
their owners. 

From Paris to Persia 

Of the South American emeralds 
the Spaniards sent to Madrid, many 
found their way to Paris and other 
European capitals. One of the 
largest chunks was made into a 
four-inch ointment jar for the 
Hapsburgs. 

Still other stones reached India, 
Turkey and Persia to become the 
property of Oriental rulers. A 75- 
carat gem, now in a diamond-stud- 
ded brooch, once served as belt 
buckle for the Turkish sultan Abdul 
Hamid. 

A much larger green crystal was 
carved into a cup said to have been 
given by his favorite wife to the 
Mogul Emperor Jahangir. Jahan- 
gir, the story goes, was a heavy 
wine drinker. His wife, noting the 
capacity of his golden goblet, per- 
him that the “Conqueror of 
the World” should drink from the 
more valuable, unusual — and .small- 
er — emerald cup. 

Although Colombia has yielded 
the world’s finest emeralds for the 
last four centuries, the jewel it- 
self is one of earliest history. It 
* mentioned in the Bible, and in 
4,000 B.C. was sold in Babylon mar- 
kets. 

Emeralds for Cleopatra 

Upper Egypt, near the Red Sea, 

was ,«n ancient emerald source. 
Greeks worked this region at the 
time of Alexander the Great, and 
Cleopatra obtained many stones 
there. From one of its mines may 
have come the green crystal that 
Nero reputedly gazed through in 
watching gladitorial games. 

Other countries that have pro 
duced lesser emerald ores include 
Russia, Norway, Austria, Burnu* 
and Australia. About 1875, minor 
emerald deposits were discovered 
in Alexander County, North Caro- 
lina. 

Emeralds are a variety of beryl, 
a mineral that has new significance 
today as the source of strategic 
beryllium. The brilliant green 
color of the emerald is due to traces 
of chromium. Another impurity, 
causing sea-blue tints, creates aqua- 
marine. 

Emeralds are relatively soft 
when firs* mined and are seldom 
found without flaws. But carat for 
carat, those of high quality sell for 
more than diamonds. 

Traditional birthstone for May, 
the emerald was once prized as a 
charm to ward off evil, restore 
health, bring wealth, and soothe 
tired eyes. To lose a stone from a

vo come. 

Modern techniques now produce 
synthetic emeralds that closely re- 
sembles the natural crystal. One 
such process w’as developed in Ger- 
many before World War II. More 
recently an American research 
chemist has “cultured” emeralds 
that are chemically and physically 
similar to nature’s product. Ex- 
perts, however, can detect differ- 
ences through microscopic exam- 
nation. Another more extravagant 
test is to subject specimens to in- 
tense heat. The synthetic stone re- 
mains undamaged, it is said; the 
genuine cracks, a high price to pay 
for the knowledge.

In n mechanized age when trac- 
tors supplant horses and mules, the 
number of camels keeping grow- 
ing. 

A recent United Nations esti- 
mate of 9,700,000 “ships of the 
desert” represents a significant in- 
crease in world camel population — 
24 percent above prewar times, or 
five today for every four camels in 
1939. 

Though one of nature’s most un- 
gainly offspring, camels have large- 
ly made possible human existence 
in the deserts of Mongolia, Arabia 
and North Africa, the National 
Geographic Society says. Their 
outstanding asset is the ability to 
forego water on long heat-ridden 
journeys. 

No Built-in Tanks 

T ho camel does not carry water 
in his hump, ns one unfounded 
legend would have it. The hnmn is 
a mass of fat. Nor does the desert 
freighter have special water tanks 
in its stomach. An ability to con- 
serve water in the body tissues es- 
sentially accounts for the camel’s 
thirst-defying reputation. 

Despite prodigious labors, the 
camel’s contributions are generally 
made under protest. Gifted with 
cussedness, he often kicks or bites 
while being loaded, and is apt to 
spew his cud at bystanders. He 
even displays a dislike for his own 
kind by refusing to yield right-of- 
way when meeting another upon 
narrow trails. Experienced camel- 
eers occasionally give the beast 
their clothes to maul as a release 
for his anger. 

Famed in history and a mainstay 
of the circus, the camel matches the 
lion and elephant as an animal 
familiar to millions. Its trademark 
is the hump, hut other distinguish- 
ing features are its pop-eyes, the 
goose-shaped nerk and loosely-hung 
iaws. Long lashes and overhang- 
ing lids protect the eyes from desert 
sun. Nostrils close tightly when 
sand blows. 

Tough knee pads protect the 
beast when kneeling for loads. 
Board-cushioned feet prevent the 
heavy creature from sinking in deep 
sand. The yellowish teeth are effi- 
cient: the camel is credited with 
eating blankets, bones and leather, 
among other things. 

The common Arabian camel, top- 
ped by one hump, may be of several 
olors — brown, white, gray, sandy 
buff and occasionally black. The 
two-humped Ractrian type is often 
of n dark-brown color. The Bac- 
trian has existed both wild and 
tame since prehistoric times in 
Chinese Turkistan and Mongolia. 
The two-humped beasts carried 
supplies for the Red Chinese armies 
during the Korean War. 

Mischievous Progeny 
Australia imported more than a 
score of '''imols during the mid-19th 
century for the use of explorers rind 
ut book traders — and later wished 
it hadn’t. A few years ago; sev- 
eral hundred of their wild progeny 
were roaming a wide northern area 
of Western Australia, wrecking 
windmills, sheep-and-cattlo water- 
mi* troughs and fences. Forty of 
them once blundered into a fence, 
dragging it half a mile before ex- 
tricating themselves. 

But for other desert lands around 
the world the camel is no nuisance. 
Arabs make tents of camel’s hair 
and drink camel’s milk. The skin 
makes tough, useful leather and the 
hard bones offer a substitute for 
ivory. The grotesque camel may 
not inherit the earth, but it is al- 
ready sovereign over much of its 
sandy spaces.

1. Must be registered up to Oc- 
tober 5, 1956. 

2. Must apnly for ballot. 

a. Use application furnished by 
Town Clerk or letter with voters 
signature. 

3. Use a Notary public for the 
ballot from a community other 
than one in which you live. 

4. Be sure ballot is mailed from 
some place other than one in which 
you live. 

B. Servicemen S A V (Service- 
men Absentee Voter) or their wives 
or immediate family if actually 
with servicemen on the post: 

1. Do not have to be registered. 
Kindred may register for them. 

2. Merely apply for ballot and 
mail it back in time to be counted 
on November Gth. 

a. Applications are furnished on 
each military post, if requested. 

C. Sick — May be in home town or 
away : 

1. Application to be secured 
from Town Clerk or members of the 
the Absentee Ballot Committee and 
must be signed by Doctor or Sunt, 
of Hospital, attending Nurse, otc., 
before returning same asking for 
Ballot. 

2. Notary Public must notarize 
Ballot envelope before mailing.

It was a stimulated audience that 
left the Music Hall last Thursday 
at the close of the Wellesley Club’s 
first Mornings lecture. Certainly 
a livelier speaker than Prof. Bar- 
bara McCarthy of Wellesley would 
be hard to find, or a subject more 
absorbing than her story of the 
Elizabeth Barrett letters. 

As a professor at Wellesley Miss 
McCarthy had been familiar with 
the college’s rare collection of 
Elizabeth Barrett papers. It was 
the chance remark of a colleague 
that aroused her serious and deeper 
interest in the collection, those let- 
ters exchanged between the poetess 
and the blind scholar of Greek, 
Hugh Boyd, in particular. As a 
professor of Greek, Miss McCarthy 
was keen to learn more of Miss 
Barrett’s knowledge of the classics. 
Her letters, with their literary 
allusions to the Bible, to Greek and 
English writings, their astute 
political comments, were a liberal 
education in themselves! Yet as 
Miss McCarthy read, the person- 
ality of the poetess began to over- 
shadow their common interest in 
the classics. Elizabeth’s problems, 
her environment, her family were 
so engrossing, Miss McCarthy de- 
cided to publish the letters. Then 
her own problems really began. 
(Her book, “Elizabeth Barrett to 
Mr. Boyd” was published last fall.) 

Establishing an accurate text 
from Elizabeth’s crabbed and con- 
fusing script made Miss McCarthy 
detective, historian, traveler in 
turn, roles she played with lively 
imagination. She is perhans the 
first person since 1850 to read all of 
Hugh Boyd’s dusty works in the 
British Museum. Such thorough 
research enabled her to correct mis- 
takes of previous scholars. For 
example, in one letter Elizabeth 
describes the visit of royalty to 
the famous Barrett showplaee 
“Hope End.” A reference here to 
the “Duke of Lupere” becomes Miss 
McCarthy’s more accurate “Duke 
of Sussex!” 

The second in this series of 
Mornings, given for the benefit of 
the Winchester Scholarship Foun- 
dation, the Wellesley College 
Student’s Aid Society, and Develop- 
ment Fund, will take place at the 
Music Hall on Thursday morning, 
October 4. Mrs. Ralph Jope will 
introduce Mary Craig McLane of 
the Beaver Country Day School and 
Theodore Wood, Associate Prof. ;\t 
M.I.T., in a program of American 
and European Folk Songs. 

Mr. Wood has studied American 
folk songs as a hobby and learned 
quite informally how to play the 
guitar. 

Mary McLane has traveled con- 
siderably around Europe, learning 
the songs from many countries. To 
her there is great meaning in music 
as an international language. She 
writes: “Mr. Wood and I both play 
the guitar, singing sometimes 
alone, sometimes in duet . . . al- 
ways striving to create the mood 
of the song, not a concert perfor- 
mance.” They both feel that folk 
songs reflect very dramatically the 
life and ideals of the country they 
represent.

Accidents will not be prevented 
by insurance, only education, vigil- 
unce and courtesy can do that. The 
Central Board, in sponsoring this 
voluntary insurance program, hopes 
to provide help to those who 
through misfortune become the vic- 
tims of circumstance.

REMEMBER ROTARY

Of especial interest to residents 
in communities which lie along the 
proposed relocation of Route 28 was 
an announcement this week by the 
U. S. Bureau of Public Roads that 
the first contracts had been made in 
the U. S. Interstate and Defense 
Highway program. 

Contracts were awarded for 
about 17 miles of highway in St. 
Louis, Mo., and nearby St. Charles 
County. The contracts total ap- 
proximately $4,000,000 and include 
350,000 square yards of concrete 
pavements as well as grading and 
structures. 

Under terms of the $35 Billion 
Interstate and Defense Highway 
Act of 1956, some 40,000 miles of 
highway will be constructed 
throughout the U. S. joining all the 
principal cities of the nation in a 
vast highway system or network. 

Of this some 347 miles of high- 
ways have been approved for Mass- 
achusetts. The relocation of Route 
28 from Boston to the New Hamp- 
shire line has been earmarked for 
the first Interstate project in Mass- 
achusetts. The construction will be 
financed 90 percent by the Federal 
government, 10 percent by the 
states. 

The Massachusetts Legislature is 
expected to give top priority to 
raising funds for this purpose when 
it convenes later this month.

STORING SQUASH 

Squnsh is one of the ninin fnll ind 
winter vegetable crops grown in 
this area. The space required pro- 
hibits growing of the cron in small- 
er home garden plots. Those with 
sufficient space, however, find the 
squash a most attractive crop vo 
grow. Commercially it is exten- 
sively grown and placed on the 
market. Traditionally, it is typic- 
ally New England, and baked 
squash and boiled squnsh are most 
popular assets to the consumer's 
table. 

In the fnll we have Turbans, De- 
licious, Dos Moines, Buttercup and 
Butternut. For the fnll ana also 
into the winter there are Butter- 
nuts nnd the different kinds of Hub- 
hard, of which the Blue Hubbard 
constitutes most of the volume. 

Storage of squash is practiced 
commercially, nnd properly done it 
is very successful. If the basic 
factors arc not understood and 
provided for, however, storage may 
result in heavy loss. Once the 
various organisms start through a 
room of squash, it proceeds very 
rapidly and the loss will he heavy. 
Butternut nnd Hubbard are the 
varieties that are widely stored. 
Butternut are best hold not much 
later than mid-January. Hubbards 
may he held until March and some 
growers successfully keep them 
even later. 

Squash should he mature and well 
cured for storage. Some of the 
host operations involve holding 
them at 70 degrees - 30 degrees 
temperatures for two weeks in Jie 
storage room and gradually drop- 
ping them to 50 degrees - 55 de- 
grees, which is the proper temper- 
ature. The squash must ho kept 
dry and good ventilation must be 
provided. In the case of Hubbard 
they may he stored in piles hut 
there should he provision for air vo 
circulate underneath them and 
alleyways should he provided about 
every five or six feet. Fans aid in 
the circulation of air and may he 
provided very economically. Many 
growers use a series of simple elec- 
tric fans that arc easily replace- 
able. 

Butternut squash are stored un- 
der about the same conditions as 
Hubbard. They are usually placed 
in crates or boxes that may he 
stacked one on the other to conserve 
space.
